} ham is an enterprising Scrantonian who has

. projected an elaborate“ arcade” in the business 
' gentre of the city, extending from Wyoming to 
} Pennavenue. The Wyoming end of the arcade has 
been completed, but the Penn-avenue extension 
is still “an aching void,” and is likely to remain 
go forsome time. But while the Penn-avenuse 
portion of the Frothipgham Arcade awaits com- 
pletion, the spirited proprietor is determined 
Ghat the people of Scranton shall hear trom the 
Wyoming-avenue cnd, and so he has fitted the 
place up in gorgeous style, and introduced nu- 
merous startling noveities to attract attention.

THE MAN WHOM GOV. HILL BAS MADE 
A CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSIONER. 
Evmira, N. Y., Deo, 31.—The appointment of 
A. CO, Eustace of this place to the office of Civil 
Service Commissioner of the State of New- 
York in place of Mr. Manning,.who represented

friends hére, as well as to many others who 
have not forgotten Mr. Eustace’s hostility to 
Hill, Muller & Co. in the campaign of a short 


the Chemung County Vemooracy, although the 
appointment was an odious one to the leadera 


Superintendent, and the position was promised 
to nim. But Tammany Hall claimed that it 
was understood that that organization was en- 
titled to the Bank Superintendenoy. Tammany 
failed to agree on a candidate, however, and as 
& Compromise the Rockland County man with a 
Hill pull was selected. The appointment ot 
Bank Superintendent left no few sores in the 
southern tier. Gov. Hill was not slow to under- 
stand the situation, and, knowing that his per- 
fidy in the Albany argus case would not be tol- 
erated in Chemung, he appointed Eustace to a 
position that will scarcely call him from Elmira 
and wili leave the appointee at his office to at- 
tend to his legal business and draw his salary. 

When this pusition is looked upon from a 
political paint of view Mr. Hill is placedina 
ridiculous light, for, in the first place, Eustace 
has not the slightest following, although re- 
cently made Hill’s leader in Chemung, and the 
appointment, while looked upon as a matter of 
course, because the Eustace gang has always 
lived on pullio pap, is accepted for an estimate 
of Hill’s political sagacity. To the student of 
politics of the present day it will not be difficult 
to understand that Eustace’s appointment is an 
attempt to win over votes from the Cleve- 
land side of the house. Eustace has 
not always done Mr. Hill’s bidding nor 
trained with his crowd. Indeed, only two 
or three years ago he conducted a 
still huntin this county to capture the con- 
vention from Judge Muller, Judge Muller, of 
course, was Mr. Hill’s most trusted lieutenant 
and most faithful coavjutor, and Mr. Eustace’s 
action at the time was regarded as the plainest 
indication of enmity against the Governor, es- 
pecially as he had the support of the Cleveland 
Administration in his etfort. Mr. Eustace’s 
brothers were in the Hill camp and fed with 
State patronage threugh the Hill channels. 
Ever since that time Mr. Eustace has not been 
in good favor with his party here, though he 
has been with a faction of it. : 

When he supplanted Judge Muller as membe 
of the State Committee, the feeling against him 
was intensified in certain quarters. Under his 
leadership as Gov. Hill’s agent, and through 
boodle influence, this county was prevented 
trom giving a Republican majority on the State 
ticket.and for all but two candidates on the 
local tickets in the election last Fall. To sum- 
mnarize the new appointee, he is a man who will 
not reject anything worth having, never had 
much but what came from the public crib, and 
who will not get left in the new deal. The 
Eustace family has been the recipient of public 
favor for many years, and the man fails to ap- 
pear to show where its ‘‘pull’’? comes froin. 
Perhaps Gov. Hill knows. The appointment is 
a@ weak one, and is in line with Gov. Hill’s 
recent policy inreference to the Albany Argus-

SOFT COAL IS SOARCH. 





A DEALER AT FALL RIVER’ CAUSES 
SOMETHING OF A SCARE, 


NEw-LoONDON, Conn., Des. 31.—There seems 
to be no doubt that soft or bituminous coal is 
growing scarcer in this section of New-England, 
and has been growing so for several months. 
It is expected that as a consequence the price 
of this coal will be advanced 75 cents per ton 
on the present price. The stocks of this coal at 
New-London and Allyn’s Point are limited, 
Providence is thougnt to have no more than 
10,000 tons, while the supply in Fall River is 


said to be small. 

Considerable talk has been oécasioned in this 
quarter by the publication in the Providence 
Bulletin of an interview with a prominent Fall 
River coal dealer, in which the latter says that 
bituminous coal is scarce and that there is 
litle or none at tide water in Baltimore await- 
ing transportation. 

Then he proceeds to carry consternation into 
the manufacturers’ camp by saying that the 
Baltimore aud Ohto Railroad, which transports 
the greater part of the soft coal between the 
mining districts and the shipping ports, is at 
present engaged in what looks like a successful 
atcempt to make anthracite coal marketable at 
high figures at the expense of the purchasers of 
bituminous, 

This statement, calculated to create surprise 
and alarm among manufacturers who are de- 
pendent upon the soft goal supply, is regarded 
by otber dealers as a mistaken View of the case 
in some respects. That so{t coal is growing 
scarce is admitted. One reason for this is the 
delay in loading vessels at Baltimore. Within the 
last two mouths vessels have had to wali there 
from ten to fourteen days for a cargo. 

As for the alleged attempt of the Baltimore 
and Ohio people to try, to compel manufactur- 
ers to use anthracite coal at a greater cost than 
the bituminous, the story is said to be wholiy 
without foundation. It arose from the fact that 
the railroad company can make twice as much 
from carrying general merchandise as it can in 
carrying ooal, as in handling merchandise a 
freight is carried both ways, while in the coal 
business the care are hauled one way empty. 

As for a soft coal famine in this quarter, there 
is sald to be no immediate cause for alarm. 





A OOMPLETE 
AN ELEGANT WATCH PRESENTED 
SECRETARY OF STATE COOK. 


ALBANY, Dee. 31.—Secretary of State Cook 
took férmal leave of his associate State eiicers 
to-day in a manner entirely unexpected by him. 
At1l o’clock he dropped into the Executive 
Chamber to pay his parting respects to Gov. 
Hill, and about the same time moat of the other 
State officers happened in, apparently without 
any concerted purpose. The Governor insisted 
that the occasion was formal enough to de- 
macd a speech from the retiring Secretary, but 
Mr. Cook complained of having influenza and 
attempted to hurry away with no more parting 
ceremony than hand-shaking. 

At this exhibition of insubordination Gov. 
Hill declared that he would compel Mr. Cook 
to make a speech, and taking from a drawer in 
bis desk acase containing a five-hundred-dol- 
lar gold watch, he presented it to the Secretary 
on behalf of his assoviates with a few remarks. 
The Secretary of State was much overcome 
with surprise, and as soon as he had found his 
voice thanked his colleagues ia a feeling speech, 
declaring that he was ‘‘ the happiest Dutchman 
in America.” 

The watch is of Swiss make, with a chime at- 
tachment, and the case bears the following in- 


scription: ‘* Presented to the on. Frederick 
cook, Secretary of State, upon his retirement 


from office, by his associate State officers, De-

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GLASS MAKERS DEMANDS 


ONE WHO PLEADS FOR FREE 
RAW MATERIALS. 
BOTHERING THE REPUBLICAN COMMIT- 

TEEMEN WITH HIS FACTS AND FIG- 
URES—PLEAS OF PROTECTION MEN. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—For over seven long

As usual, the committee heard little 
eleethan a persistent demand for high duties 
for the benefit of manufacturers, and there was 
nobody to plead the interests of the great mass 
of consumers. 

A prominent Pittsburg maker of lamp chim- 
neys, however, begged the committee to give 
him free raw materials, and told its members 
that long years of experience had convinced 
him that instead of protecting bim the tax on 
his raw materials simply made it harder for 
him to compete with foreign manufacturers in 
foreign markets. Mr. Bayne and Mr. MoKinoley 
led the Republican majority of the committee 
in an attempt to break down his testimony, but 
they only called out still stronger expressions 
of hostility to the present tariff system. 

Before taking up tbe crockery and glass 
schedules the committee heard a brief argu- 
ment from Mr. Robert M. Thompson of New- 
York, in favor of the free admission of copper 
ore when its product is to be exported as refined 
copper. 

Mr. Jesse B. Kinnes of Philadelphia was the 
first speaker on the topics of the day. He asked 
for an increase of the duty on china clay, and 
wae followed by Mr. William H. Wilson of South 
Carolina, who argued that aduty on clay was 
necessary for the protection of both whites and 
blacks in the Seuth, where potter's clay was 
onyesens 

otters gave way temporarily, in order 
that LAL. Bodine of Philadelphia might make a 
long argument in favor of an increased duty on 
vylinder window glass. The window glass in- 
dustry, he said, was well established, and the 
only thing it needed was a tariff which would 
compensate for the very great difference in 
Wages in this country and Beigium. The tariff 
of 1883 took off one-eighth of a cent a pound, 
anda gince then importations had steadily in- 
creased, while American production had fallen 
of. There had poeen nothing but loss, short 
blasts, and unsatisfactory results since 1883, 
and Mr. Bodine wanted the one-eighth of a cent 
per pound added to the present duties of from 
13g cents to 27g cents a pound. 

The potters were then heard again, and John 
Moses of Trenton, N. J., asked for a large 1n- 
crease in duties on all kinds of crookery, china, 
&c., which could be obtained, he thougnt, by 
levying duties on the packages in which the 
goods were packed. Mr. Moses taiked a good 
deal about the competition in decorated goods 
to which American makers were subjected, 
and spoke of the much higher wages paid for 
decorating here than abroad. 

Mr. Carlisle took Mr. Moses in hand, how- 
ever, and obtained the interesting information 
that China was decorated more cheaply here 
than abroad. It was also learned, after a series 
of questions, that the Lrenton potters reducea 
the wages of their employes in less than two 
years after the passage of the act of 1883, 
which increased duties. 

Ex-Representative Brewer of New-Jersey in- 
sisted that the pottery industry had never been 
adequately protected, but had been maintained 
chiefly by our superior locality 
Brewer contended that by undervaluation the 
inadequate duties now levied were not all col- 
lected, and, even if they were, we could not 
compete with Germany. He was sure that if 
something was not done to check importation 
Bobemia would possess the entire American 
market within five years. An increase of duties 
was absolutely nevessary. 

Mr. John © Aldrich, a Pittsburg manufact- 
urer of flooring tiles, told the committee that 
the duty on tiles was so low that he got no 
protection. He was also troubled by the fact 
that tiles and brick were Glassed together. He 
wanted a separate classification and a higher 
duty on the tiles. He asked for a 45 per cent. 
duty on ornamental tiles and 30 per cent, on 
piain flooring tiles. 

Mr. George A. Macbeth of Pittsburg told the 
committee that he manufactured about two 
hundred kinds of lamp glasses, of which about 
Andon are also made abroad. He did not be- 
lieve in considering labor alone in talking 
about the tariff, and he wished to speak, 


from the ~practical experience of a 
manufacturer, of the _ effects of the 
tariff. Mr. Macbeth said that one of 


the principal ingredients in his factory was 
soda ash, which now pays an average duty of 
23 percent. He intended, as soon as he could 
tind a suitable location, to go into the manufact- 
ure of soda ash, with the full expectation that 
the article would be free, and he expected to 
make it for $12 a ton. Present prices were 
$1 45 a hundred pounds. He could not see how 
a@ duty on soda ash helped the glussmakers. 

Another important item, Mr. Macbeth said, 
was carbonate of potash, paying 20 per cent. 
duty. Not enough was made here to supply the 
demand, there being not enough wood ashes, 
Irom which it was made. Another expensive 
item was lead, used by many manufacturers of 
glass, and paying 2 cents a pound duty. He 
used American lead, and it cost him about $1 90 

er 100 pounds more than the price of foreign 
ead. German clay, used for making pots, paid 
a duty of 30 percent. Nota pound of this clay 
could be found in this country. The effect of 
the tariff was that American lamp-glass makers 
haa to pay $79 63 aton for their materials, 
while in Germany the cost was $40 a ton. 

Mr. Macbeth said he exported lamp chimneys 
to Austria, Copenhagen, China, Japan, and 
cther countries, and he did not care a snap 
what the German chimneys sold for there. The 
whole thing was a question of quality. He 
sold his goods for, say, 25 centsin Japan, where 
the German chimney to fit the same lamp soid 
tor 5 cents. It was not the cost, but the quality 
that told. Taking off the tariff would not affect 
the saies here of foreizn goods. It was a ques- 
tion of quaiity. Mr. Macbeth said that there 
was now a Very large stock of glassware in this 
country, while prices were tery low. Unless 
we could export our goods there would be 
many failures within a year. To increase the 
customs duties on materials used by glass- 
makers simply meant to increase the ovost of 
making goods Which the manufacturers wanted 
to export to sell in competition with cheap 
foreign glass. 

Mr. Bayne tried to worry Mr. Macbeth alittle, 
but he rsa: | brought out the emphatic state- 
ment that, if he could have as free trade as 
England had, be would defy any competition on 
the face of the earth aud would pay his work- 
men higher wages than he did now. He added 
that about 58 per cent. of his productions rep- 
resented labor. He had at one time contem- 
plated moving his business to Germany, but 
after a careful investigation he concluded 
that if he could get free raw materials it would 
pay him better to stuy_ here. 

Tie was emphatic in his declaration that the 
tariff did not protect him, but, on the contrary, 
wae @hindrgnce. It increased the cost to him 


of articles hé made which were not imported at 


all, Ifthe duty was taken off the raw matert- 
als, and also off the finished lamp glasses, the 
result would be a reduction of the cost to the 
consumers. 

James Gillinder, a giass manufacturer of 
Philadeiphia, showed the committee a number 


of lamp chimneys of home and foreign make, 
and told the committee that Mr. Macbeth was 


all wrong about the effects of the tariff on chim- 
neys. Free raw materials, be thought, would 
not make 10 per cent. difference in the cost of 
maaufacture. He was sure, too, that there was 
no difference in the efficiency of labor in Ger- 
many and the United States. 

Mr. Gillinder said he did not want free raw 
materials, Dut he thought the duty on finished

Work has been stopped on the plans of the 
7,500-ton armored cruiser by order of Secreta- 
ry Tracy, who, in accordance with his plan of 


building larger vessels for the navy, is anxious 
to have her greatly enlarged. He has already 
authorized the increase of the displacement of 
the 5,300-ton protected cruiser to 5,500 tons. 
An act of Congress and an increase in the ap- 
Ppropriation will be necessary, however, for tie 
contemplated change in the armored ship, 
which it is proposed to increase to 8,500 or 
9,000 tons. It has not yet been determined 
what type she will be when modified, put 
it is likely that the additional displacement 
will be accommodated by lengthening her, 
while the additional weight will be divided 
among her armor, batteries, and machinery. 
The original intention was to give her four 
eleven-inch guns, These would probably be in- 
creased to twelve-inch. Her secondary battery 
of six four-inoh rapid-fire guns would probably 
be increased to eight or ten, and most of tue 
rematiniug weight would be put in the engine 
room witha view to increasing her maximum 
speed from seventeen knots to eighteen, mak- 
ing her a first-class armored cruising battle-ship 
ot high speed. 

Another project is to convert her into a pro- 
tected cruiser, discarding all side armor and re- 
lying on a heavy turtle-back protective deck, 
Similar to that used in the British cruiser Blake, 
and if this type is adoped the attempt will be 
made to produce a better vessel than the Blake, 
which is the most powerful protected cruiser 
thus far produced. In this event her great 
guns would be reduced to two, of ten iuches 
calibre, supplemented by a large number of 
rapid fire guns. 

She would have seven engines of 14,000 or 
15,000 horse power, and would be expected to 
attain a speed of twenty-one knots an hour 
under forced draught. This would enable her to 
cope with any of the ocean racers, such as the 
City of Paris, which, in the event of a war, 
would ve taken for service in the British Navy.

STILL CLINGING TO. TEMPORAL POWER 
AND COMPLAINING OF INSULTS. 


RoME, Dec, 31.—The Pope at yesterday’s con- 
sistorv said he was rejoiced at the building of 
Catholic universities at Washington, Ottawa, 
and Fribourg. Catholicism, he said, prospered 
under the favorable laws of America and the 
equity of the men who administered them 
in that country. Bis joy at this prosperity 
rendered the grief Italy caused him more strik- 
ing by contrast. 

The Italian adversaries of the Church per- 
sistently continued their war against it, as was 
made evident by the recent utterances of per- 
sons in public positions acquainted with the 
intentions regarding the Church of the rulers 
of Italy. Among other recent insults to the 
Church was the demonstration in honor of Gior- 
dano Bruno. The Italian Government, seeking 
to detach the people from the Church, opposed 
the action of the Pope in every way. 

His Holiness referred to the temporal power 
as necessary to the independence and liberty 
of the Pope in the exercise of his mission, and 
declared that he dia not claim the restoration 
of the temporal power from human motives. 
It was bis right, aud he was required to pre- 
serve itintact and transmit it to his successor 
as one of the inalienable treasures of the 
Christian faith. 

The new Italian Penal Code, just coming into 
operation, also attacked the just liberty of the 
clergy and hindered their work with new obsta- 
cles. An additional wound was about to be in- 
flicted by the law regarding charitable trusts, 
which had recently been enacted with unseemly 
haste. This was a fresh step in the endeavor to 
etiace every vestige of religion from civil insti- 
tutions. By this law all pious establishments 
were to be suppressed or transformed, espe- 
cially those for the dowering of girls without 
portions, those regarding girls entering con- 
vents, and those by which it was provided that 
masses should be said for the souls of the dead. 

This law violated the wishes of the founders 
of all those charities. Priests were excluded 
from the benefits of charitable institutions and 
women were admitted to such benefits. It was 
argued that charity should be secular, in order 
that it might be more acceptable. But, indeed, 
the unfortunate are too proud sometimes to 
accept Christian charity, and outside tho 
Church there is no true charity. Other blows 
also have been leveled at the Church by the in- 
vasions of the civil power, forcing itself into 
sacred things. For a time all these things might 
embarrass the Church, but they could never 


definitely change its course,

NO RESPECTER OF RANK 


LORD SALISBURY SIOK WITH 
THE INFLUENZA, 
FEARS OF PNEUMONIA—THE DISEASE IN 
THE SOUTH OF EUROPE—MORE VIR- 
ULENT AT ITS HEIGHT. 


LONDON, Deo. 31.—The Marquis of Salisbury 
has the gripinasevere form. Ho was taken 
sick Dec. 24, but as the observation of the 
strictest secrecy is enjoined upon all persons in 
the Marquis’s household as to facts relating to 
his health, it was not known that he was ill 
until Thursday, when he was threatened with 
collapse. The Queen sent Sir William Jenner 
to attend him. He was keptin bed three days 
and has been kept in his room ever since. 

Pneumonia is apprehended and the Marquis 
is physically unfittea for a struggle with very 
severe disease. He will certainly be kept 
housed for ® fortnight. He abstains from busi- 
ness as far as is possible. To-day, however, he 
was able to hear reports read in his bedroom, 
and dictated dispatches to his private secretary, 


who states that no bulletins are necessary, and 
the condition of the Premier is at present not 
serious, 

Many diplomats are down with the epidemic. 
Count Hatzfeldt, the German Ambassador, has 
been ill a fortnight, but is now better. Mr. 
Philip, one of the Secretaries in the Foreign 
Office, and Francis Viliiers are ill. A large 
nuwber of employes in the Foreign Office are 
prostrated. = 


VIENNA, Deo, 31.—The influenza is increasing 
in this city. The Board of Health has ordered 
that the schools be closed until Jan. 7. ‘be 
hospitals have become so crowded that it has 
been found necessary to erect a special struct- 
ure for those suffering from the disease. 

PARIS, Dec. 31.—During the past twenty-four 
hours there has been no increase in the number 
of cases of influenza reported in this city, and it 
is belioved that the epidemic has reached its 
height. Inthe outskirts of the city, however, 
the disease is spreading. 

The disease has made its appearance on the 
southern shoes of the Mediterranean. Several 
cases are reported at Algiers and Bona. It has 
also appeared in Turin and Gaeta, Italy. At 
Milan the garrison, the students of Longone 
College, the police, and the municipal guard are 
severely aifected. 

BERLIN, Deo. 31.—The Tagebdlatt says: ‘The 
nearer the epidemic in Berlin appears to be 
drawing toward a close the greater is the tend- 
ency to various complications, mostly that of 
pneumonia, which itseif seems to have become 
veritably epidemic. Other complications are 
diseases of the earand neuraigia. In the city 


of Frankfort scarcely a single house has escaped 
this Visitation.”

THE INCREASED DEATH RATE SHOULD 
MAKE ALL CAREFUL. 


President Wilson of the Board of Health has 
been suffering so severely from the influenza 
that he was afraid to venture out of doors yes- 
terday. But his colleagues were so eager that 
he should miss none of the good things that 
might be brought out by the last meeting for 
the year of their board that they went up to his 
apartments in the Chelsea. 

After much discussion as to the sudden ap- 
pearance of the Russian influenza here in New- 
York the wise heads of the Health Department 


decided to warn citizens, and the following 
bulletin was accordingly issued: 


“The increased death rate of the diseases unfavor- 
ably influenced by the prevailing epidemic of in- 
fluenza emphasizes the importance of the employ- 
ment of physical vare on the part of all healthy 
and sick alike. Exposure to the intiuenza of tne 
extreme of temperature should be avoided, espe- 
ciaily by the — and those afflicted with pulmo- 
nary disease. ersons suffering from ‘colds’ or 
from suspected intlueunza should seek medical aid 
atonce. The aged aad infirm should avoid, as far 
as possible, contact with those afflicted with in. 
flueuza,” 


At 12 o’elock noon yesterday the daily record 
of deaths was 196. The tigures are startling 
enough, and are ample proof that the influenza 
or “grip” is asertous factor. No greater num- 
ber of deaths have ever been recorded in the 
Health Department for any oue day except 
during an excessively heated term in the Sum- 
mer. 


The “grip” was discussed at the recent meet- 
ing of the New-York County Medical Society, 
12 West Thirty-first-street, and the permanent 
Committee on Hygiene was asked to investi- 
gate the epidemic and to oall a meeting of 
prominent physicians of the city for the pur- 
pose of discussing means for preventing the 
spread of the malady. The meeting will be 
held at the society’s rooms next saturday even- 
ing ut 8:30 o’elock. The members of the 
Hygiene Committee are Dr. J. ‘E. Janvrin, 
Chairman; Dr. R. C. W. Page, Dr. Cyrus Edson, 
and Dr. H. D. Chapin.

THE CASE CONCLUDED AND NOW IN 
THE HANDS OF THE JUDGE. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 31.—The construc- 
tion of the will of John Guy Vassar occupied 
Judge Barnard’s attention again to-day. At 
the start the main interest centred upon infor- 
mation relative to the Coilege Hill property, 
which Mr. Vassar purchased before ke died. 
Mrs. Vassar testified that after he bought it 
Mr. Vassar spent several thousand dollars in 
putting it in order preparatory to having the 
orphan home established there, and that since 
then the property has never been used for any 
purpose. 

Mrs. Vassar said that the only real estate Mr. 
Vassar owned when he died was tha College 
Hill property and two houses on Mill-street, all 
the rest of his property being personal. 

Benjamin M. Fowler testitied that when Mr. 
Vassar died Vassar Brothers’ Hospital was 
worth $100,000, and there were cash and bonds 
on hand amounting to $260,000, with no in- 
debtedness. 

Willard Dean, Treasurer of Vassar College, 
was called to answer questions relative to 
the financial condition or the college. He said 
the furniture and apparatus are put down at 
$158,000 and the real estate and personal prop- 
erty together at $532,000, The amount of in- 
come received vy the college from investments 
for the aga ending an. 1, 1888, was 
$25,141 68. 

Judge Barnard said that public institutions 
are run under tixed rules and there is no more 
reason to doubt their books than to doubt the 
books of a bank. When Mr. Dean was asked to 
fix the rental value of the college Judge Bar- 
hard sald: ‘‘ Vassar College does not pay; 
takes all this Vassar money to keep it going.” 

‘One time,” said Mr. Dean, ** Matthew Vas- 
sar loaned the college $75,000 and took a mort- 
gage, which was canceled by his will. Alto- 
gether in his lifetime Matthew Vassar gave the 
college $408,000. 

Counsel summed up this afternoon, Judge 
Barnard taking the papers and reserving his 
decision.

It alleges that 
Aug. 26 last the company’s servants negligently 
caused her to be thrown from a car at Twentieth 
and Wharton streets, whereby she sustained 
tractures of two ribs, bruised and sprained her 
right arm, and severely shocked and jarred 
her, so as to cause premature birth of her child. 

The prisoners were arraigned before Magis- 
trate Durham this afternoon. Clara McGraun 
swore that Mrs. Moncay offered her $100 to 
swear falsely that she had personal knowledge 
of the injury. Other teatimony to the same 
effect was offered, and the prisoners were held 
in $2,500 each for trial The Traction Compan 
furnished bail for the woman, so that she coul 
go home to her children, wno aresmall, The 
men went to jai, Before they were sent down, 
Buxbaum made a confession of the whole plot 
to District Attorney Graham.

REPRESENTATIVE MILLS AND OTHERS 
SPEAK BEFORE THE MASSACHUSETTS 

TARIFF REFORM LEAGUE. 


Boston, Dec, 31.—The annual dinner of the 
Mz acusetts Tariff Keform League was held 
this evening at the Tremont House, and many 
members of the league were present. Henry L. 
Pierce presided. Among the gentlemen in at- 
tendance were Representative Mills of Texas, 
Thomas G. Shearman of New-York, Edward At- 
kinson, William E. Russell, John M. Forbes, C. 
W. Eliot, President of Harvard University; 
Robert Bleakie, Charlies Francis Adams, Jola 
F, Andrew, Jerome Jones, Robert Treat Paine, 
and P, A. Collins. 

Mr. Pierce opened the after-dinner exercises 
with a brief speech, of which this was the cou- 
clusion: : 


“We aro enlisted in behalf of a canse well cal- 
culated to inspire our best thought and most de- 
voted service. Our appeal is to the common sense 
of the American people—to their love of justice aud 
tair play. No matter what reverses may befall us, 
the principles which we advocate will assuredly be- 
come a partof the law of the land. You will not, 
I trust, consider it amiss in me to say that 
three great causes—tariff reform, ballot refurm, 
and civil service reform—are now on trial before 
the country, and that the consideration which tho 
people will be forced to give them cannot fail to lift 
our political discussions from the low plane of per- 
sonal self-seeking up to the higher level of princi- 
ples, and thus elevate our public hfe. 

“*1t is no small advantage that in the struggis bo- 
fore us we have for our leader a man of morai cour- 
age, sterling honesty, and straightiorwardnovss, the 
most interesting personality mn American life-- 
Grover Cleveland.’ 

Mr. Pierce introduced Representative Mills 
as the first speaker, who, in his address, spoke 
in part as follows: 


BOSTON’S MEMORABLE TEA PARTY. 
Standing this December evening in the midst of 
the sons of thisold granite stock, who are assem- 
bled to give utterance to their complaints agains: 
the unnecessary and unjust interference by Con- 


gress with the foreign trade of our people, I recall 
that other meeting in that other December evening 
in this same metropolis of New-England more than a 
century ago, when your fathers, after having listened 
to the eloquent Quincy, raised a Mohawk war- 
whoop, an os to the wharf, made a tea- 
pot of Boston harbor. That night New-England 
crossed the Rubicon, and that night severed for. 
ever every cord that bound the colonies tothe 
British Crown. Years of struggle intervened, 
blood was spilled on land and sea, property and 
lives were given to flame and swori, in the vain ef- 
fort to undo what had been done on that December 
evening; but, afterall, the inevitavle fact had to be 
recognized that the colonies were independens 
States and no longer dependencies attached to the 
Cruwn of Great Britain. In connection with that 
historic tea party another thought involuntarily 
Tises in the mind, and tnat is that the first aud 
immediate result ot it was the passage by Parlia- 
ment of an act which closed the portof Boston 
against all imports coming within her jarisdiction, 
A PERFECT HOME MARKET. 

Ani this gave to America the first thorough, 
complete, perfect, and only ideal home market this 
continent has ever had, the very market now so 
zealously sought for by so many wise statesmen 


and so many patriotic citizens. In that exclusively 
American market the prodacts of American labor 
were thoroughly protectea against all foreign 
competition. Every citizen conld buy what 
he wanted, if he could find it, at the highest price, 
and sell nis products, if he could fin a purchaser, 
at the lowest price. And there was no foreign 
pauper to molest or make him afraid. I have 
searched history with a lighted candies to find if 
there was in that day a Boston Home Market club 
in the old fighting metropolis of New-Engiand. I 
wa: anxious to see if the giants of those days 
belonged to it. I was looking for the names 
that were not born tv die—the Adamses, Han- 
cocks, Quincys, Otises, Gerrys, and manv others, 
which have lived upon the lips of succeeding gen- 
erations, and which have come down to Us as Dames 
to be loved, honored, and revered. But [ have 
failed to find the — of my anxious search. I ara 
inciined to believe that the Home Market Club of 
that day had its central office iu London, and a gen- 
tieman of the name of George III. was its Chair- 
man. - = = 
WHAT THAT HOME MARKE# LED TO. 

When the masks of the Mohawks were thrown off 
and the representatives of the colonies sat in the 
cloudless light of a Summer day—a body of ths 
wisest, purest, noblest, and bravest men that had 
ever assembled in any country or in any 2ge of the 
world—a congress, presided over by a Boston 
merchant, who suid to the commander 
of his country’s armies when the enemy were 
occupying Boston, and it was deemed necessary 
to secure the public safety to bombard the city: 
“ All I have on earth isin houses in Boston, but if 
it will aid in the preservation of the liberties of our 
country, open your guns and reduce ftiiem to ashes.” 
In its body and on its chief committee was that 
other distinguished citizen of Boston of whom his 
countrymen say with pride that he and Otis were 
**the twin torchbearers of liberty.” 

By his side and Chairman of the great committeo 
was the distinguished son of Virginia, npou whose 
monument is engraved: ‘‘ Author of the Declaratioa 
of Independence; author of the statute of religious 
freedom and founder of the University of Virginia,” 
and in New-York, at the head of a handful of New- 
England braves, confronting the enemy, whom he 
had driven out of Boston was that other illustrious 
son of Virginia, “First in war, first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his fellow-citizens,”. who, in 
orders to his army, indorsed the declaration which 
had veen written by Jefferson, concurred in by 
Adams, Franklin, Sherman, aud Livinuston, and 
unanimously adopted by the whole body—a dJeclara- 
tion which proclaimed to the world that one of the 
causes which had impelled them to the separation 
was the ideal home market which the King had 
given to all the colonies, or, to express it in their 
own clear and explicit language, ‘for cutting olf 
our trade with all parts of the worid.”’ 

LOOK FOR YORKTOWN IN 1892. 

History repeats itself, and we are here to-nighi 
remoustrating with our Government for its wrong- 
ful interference with our private business, depress- 
ing our industries, paralyzing our labor, impover- 
ishing our people, and cutting off our foreign trace. 
And to-night we say to Yr. Barrison and Mr. 
Blaine, as our fathers saic to King George and Lord 
North, you have no right to close our ports. 
Grover Cleveland at the headof the Mohawks in 
December, 1837, threw the tea overboard and 
called ou the battle for the vindication of the right. 
We had our Lexingtons and Bunker Hulls in 1888. 
We had our Saratoga in 1889. We shall have our 
Yorktown in 1892. 

SOME APPLIED LOGIC. 

If restricting the purchase and sale of our praod- 
ucts to American markets stimulates industry, 
cheapens production, and increases weaith anid 
wages, why would itnot bea wise policy to apply 
besa mn gg to each one of the States! If it is 
productive of good to torty-two States, i5 
ought to be good to each one of thew. 
It is a ——— of political ecovuomy, not one 
of patriotic sentiment. If the principie is cor- 
rect, it will apply toa small community as well as 
alargeone. Why not carry it out to its logical con- 
clusion, and have a Chinese wall around each dtate, 
and stimulate it to build its industries, increase its 
wealth, and give better ene and higher 
wages to itsown people. Let Massachusetts gu to 
coffee and tea, and cotton and oranges, lem- 

round peas. 

And, what would be still better, let each county 
wall iteelf in and foster and encourage the develop- 
ment of all branches of industry and be incepen cut 
and self-sustaining. Let the people within each 
township trade among themselves and bring tho 
home markethome. The perfectiun of the principio 
imeself, and thus 
his resources, 





make his own shoes, dig his own povatoes, set his 
own hens, hatoh his own chickens, and drive out 
the dogs. This policy means that man rises to the 
highest happiness when he expends the larzest 
amount of labor and obtains the least amount of 


preduct. When followed to its last amalysis ist is 
perpetual work and no product. 


GOOD CABINET MATERIAL. 
This byway of patriotic distinction is calied the

Still ther was pl da in a stream of water ruu- 
ning to his lips, and, tormented with thirst, he is 
constantly bending his head to drink, but the water 
recedes from his mouth and leaves him a great deal 
drier than if he was trying to get a drink in the 
prohibition State of Kansas. he ancients had a 
oa way of sending the sdvocates of this 
policy to hell. If these propagaadists of ancient 
protectionism had been citizens of the Unites 
States twelve months ago they would all be in 
President Harrison’s Cabinet to-disy. 
THE TRUE HOME MARKET. 

We, tov, believe in a home market, but not of the 
Skeleton kind. We would have a home market 
where the preducer obtains the largest amount of 
satisfaction for a given expen<iiture of labor—a 
market where the laborer himsel!’, and not another, 
obtains and enjoys tiic reward of hia wil That 
market is the one where all the :venues of ingress 
and egress are epen and unobstructed, and into 
which ie pouring @ constant and ever-increasing 
stream of trade. The best home market is the one 
into which ig admitted the largeit importation, be- 
cause the mergers importation means the largest ex- 
portation, and that means active demand for the 
articles exported, and that means increased price, 
and that means increased wealth distribated among 
the copsume and that will, ion torn, create an. 
active demand for home products which supplies $v 

r cent. of the home consuinption—an active 

emand for home products creates a demand for 
Taw m 1 and labor, and that raises the price of 
pps i gives constant employmeunié to all classes 

abor. 

When the heme marketis shut in by Chinese 
Walls, or Boston port bills, or Morrill tariffs, impor- 
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tation is shut off, that shuts off exportation, that 

\hrows down the prices of agricultural products, 

that lessens the capacity of half the population to 

buy, that restricts consumption, that decreases pro- 

ductior, that shuts out employment, lowers wages, 

peg roa wealth, and brings blight and mildew on 
e land. 


Mr. Mills here entered into an extended argu- 
meat against the theory of a restricted home 
market, which is based on the absurd assump- 
tion that where importation is prohibited all 
the other elements of the industrial problem 


will remain the same, that consumption 
is a fixed quantity, and that capacity to 
_ pay is the sawe, however the right to sell may 
be restricted; that the things we import are the 
things we produce. He also made use of evi- 
dence furnished by the Iron and Steel Associa- 
tion to show that the best home market is that 
into which there is the langeea importation. Mr. 
Mills then continued as follows: 
WHAT THE COUNTRY NEEDS. 

We must obtain our customs revenue by rates 
imposed on finished products so low as not to re- 
strict consumption and not obstruct the movement 
of products as they go from the producer to the con- 
Sumer. Coal, ores, pig iron, scrap iron, wool, hemp, 
jute, tax, lumber, and all other raw materials must 
be absolutely free from duty and come to our fur. 
naces and factories as cheaply as to the furnaces 
and factories of our competitors. . 

Our production is outstripping our consumption 
anti the lines of divergence are constantly growin 
wider. We can, from our manufactories, turn ou 
in nine months of the year all that our 
people can consume in twelve, In agri- 
culture the excess of roduction over con- 
sumption is even greater. we must find 
other consumers, and open the way to reach them, 
We must give them our surplus manufactures and 
agricultural products for their coffee, sugar, tea, 
Spices, and such other things as they can produce 
more cheaply than we Can. 

Hhurope is aending aunually into the word’s mar- 
kets textiles of © value of a thousand million 
dollars. These goods she manufactures because the 
raw materials goto her factories untaxed. These 
markets she holds because, her materials being 
untaxed, she can produce the goods cheaper thar 
we can, Our labot being more productiv 
skillful, we can produce the greater 
of these cheaper than an rival i 
can remove the cost whic the tax 
the material imposes. By bringing this work 
our own factories we would create an active de. 
mand for the employment of all the labor in the 
jand. Wealth would increase, our home markets 
would grow and expand, and the ceaseless hum of 
prosperous business would be heard in all our 
streets, in all our highways, and in all our markets, 

A PICTURE OF WHAT MIGHT BE. 

Do the active, intelligent, and patriotic men of 
New-England want to see our harbors filled with 
American-built vessels, manned by American sea- 
men, carrying the products of American labor 
plowing all the waters of the multitudinous s%as, 
and introducing once more to the world, in all 
its ports and harbors, the gorgeous ensign 
of the great Republic} Do you want to see 
the products of New-England skill and work- 
manship in all the pony | and among 
all the peoples and tongues of earth? Do you wan 
to see her hills and yalleye lighted by the fires o 
prosperous industries, her eople finding profit- 
able employment at home instead of hunting other 
jands in which to fight out the battle of life? 
Do you want to see the land covered with neat 
and comfortable cottage homes filled with con- 
tented and happy people? Then sever the chain 
with which avarice and greed have bound her 
hands. Draw back the bolts, throw wide the doors 
and emancipate the genius which superstition has 
mage ense. Roll off her shoulders the load that 
weighs her down, and forbids her the chaplet of 
victory, with which energy, tact and skill is ready 
to crown her. her stand erect and in fuil 
possession of all her faculties, and then cast 
her proud defiance at the feet of the world. Give 
her that, without which she is nothing, with which 
she is everything. Give her that for which her 

atriot sires fought and fell and won. Give her 
reedom. Give her the right to enjoy the proceeds 
of her own toil, and compel her not to toil like a 
galley slave to till the coffers of others. 


MR, SHEARMAN’S PREDICTION. 

Tne Hon. John M. Forbes was then introduced 
and read a paper showing the effect of the 
doctrine of protection on foreign nations in past 
ages. Dr. William Everett delivered a spirited 


address in favor of free books as a moral and 
spiritual right. 

Mr. Thowas G. Shearman of New-York con- 
gratulated Massachusetts upon the fact that it 
seemed to be getting its eyes open and pro- 
ceeded to argue the necessity of free raw ma- 
terial to preserve the iron and steel manufact- 
ures of the East. His allusions to ex-Fresident 
Cleveland, and his prediction of the latter’s re- 
Blection in 1892, were received with wild en- 
thusiasm. This was what he said: 

The protectionists are—or were some months 
ago—happy, because they had elected Benjamin; 
Harrison Presidentin 183%. We are much more 
happy, because we know that, unless death or some 
yg intervenes, we shall elect Grover Cleveland 
es : “ 


EDWARD ATKINSON’S VIEWS. 

Mr. Atkinson, while insisting upon the neces- 
sity of reform in the tariff laws, devoted his re- 
marks largely to the thought that in this mat- 
ter there may be conciliation without com- 
promise. Because the conviction is held by the 
advocates of protection as well as by those of 


free trace tat the present laws are defective, 
all *s-se thas they promote rather than pré- 

vent fraud. The tariff should not always ne-

Totection c id tree trade the objective 
poiat of their system, to be attained ,when the 
time has come to make it safe. All” reasona- 
ble free traders claim that true protection 
to domestic industry is what they aim 
at. The only difference is on the time 
of concession. Why not begin now? In point of 
tact both sides are agreed on mony practical points, 
which I will presently aefine. hy not, then, pu 
that agreement, so far as it goes, into the forms o 
law at once, and thus gradually narrow the points 
of dispute? Is not that the common-sense way to 
go to work?” 

Mr. Atkinson said he thought the best thing 
that can happen is that the discussion of the 
present Congress shall be mainly given to these 
three elements:

Representative W. ©. P. Breckinridge sent a 
letter expressing his views on thé tariff. Mr. 
Breckinridge concluded as follows: 

“The true civil service is to prevent the prosti- 
tution of the machinery of government to private 
ends. The only subsidy our shipping needs is the 
untrammeled treedom of purchase and sale, The 
ballot will be corrupt so long as the money to buy 
can be reclaimed under the legislation enacted by 
the elected. 

“allreforms are contained in the true revision of 
our system of taxation. Without this all other re- 
forms are impossible.”

A SECOND AUTOPSY MADE 


THOMAS HART MAY YET BE 
TRIED FOR MURDER, 
INVESTIGATING THE DEATH OF JOHN 

RUSK—WHAT WESTCHESTER HIBER- 
NIANS WILL HAVE TO EXPLAIN, 
Strange proceedings are of such frequent 
occurrence in Westchester County, owing 
mainly to the political lines drawn between the 
Protestants and the Catholics, that sensations 
of an ordinary nature fall very flat. There 





Was an investigation secretly carried on 
yesterday, however, under the special 
orders of the County District Attorney, 


the developments of which will create a pro- 
found interest. Thomas Hart, the constable’of 
Westchester, who on the night of Deo. 18 80 
seriously shot John Rusk of Westchester that a 
Gay later Rusk died, will have to answer in 
court for the deed in spite of the fact that a 
Coroner’s jury on oath declared that he was en- 


tirely ‘‘exonerated” from all blame, as there 
was “no evidence tv prove’ that he did the 
shooting. 

Both the dead man und his slayer wore West- 
chester boys. John Rusk was the sou of the 
overseer of the famous Spencer estate at 

hroge’s Neck, and worked for his father. 

homas Hart, who did the shooting, isa burly 
fellow who has been a bartender, a, Pinkerton 
detective, and six months ago was elected con- 
stable of histown. The two had always been 
friends. There appears to have been no earthly 
motive for the murder except a joke, spoken of 
by Benjamin Nelson, colored, the only eye wit- 
ness of the affair, who told the following story 
at the start, and has never varied from it: 

On the night of the murder Rusk met Hart, 
‘who was somewhai under tne influence of 
liquor, Greeting nip, as usual, and standing 
but a few feet away, Rusk asked: 

“ Hart, have you caught him?” 

““Who ?” asked Hart. 

* Why, McGinty,” laughed Rusk, starting off. 

** Down went McGinty,” said Hart and in ano 
instant he had waipped out his revolver and 
fired a bullet completely through the body of 
the joker. Hart then fled, and for tive days be- 
fore giving himselfup was in hidiug, it is be- 
lieved, with friends in New-Rocheile. Twenty- 
two hours later Rusk died at bis father’s house. 
He refused to make any statement before death 
except to say: 

“TIT was shot by a friend, but it must have 
been an accident,” 

Now_ comes the curious part of the case. 
fn order that the situation of affaira may be 
ully appreciated 1t must be understood that 
the town of Westchester, politically, is con- 
trolled largely by the local branch of the secret 
society known as the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians. Westchester people. in politics, speak 
of ‘‘ Protestauts” and of ‘‘Hibernpians” as natur- 
ally as the ordinary man speaks of Republicans 
and Democrats. John Rusk, the murdered man, 
was the son of an Orangeman and was a Prot- 
estant. Thomas Hart, who killed him, is a 
Hibernian. 

When Rusk died Undertaker Butler was sum- 
moned, but refused to act until a Coroner was 
summoned, Coroner Matthews, a Republican 
elected by the Hibernians last Spring, and bim- 
self a member of the order, was called. The 
law demanded an autopsy. Dr. MacNichol and 
r. Williamson of Westchester, the first a 
ibernian and the second an intimate friend 
of his, were asked to make it. They reported 
to the Coroner that John Rusk died from ** acute 
congestion and cedeina of the lungs.” 

As the law demanded, the Coroner prepared 
for an inquest, whieh was held on Dec, 28. In 
the meantime Hart had given himself up, ad- 
mitting that he did the shooting, but claiming 
he only meant to scare Rusk by tiring into the 
air. He was locked up in White Plains Jail on 
@ commitment by Justice Keunion, as Rusk’s 
father preferred a charge of murder The 
Coroner summoned for his jury seven men, six 
of whom (John Conway, Owen F. Donlon, John 
B. Leddy, Bernard Lavin, Patrick Flanagan, 
and Owen Clinton) were members of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians. They were impaneled. 
The seventh juror, a German, was excused. 

The testimony at this segments is interesting 
because of the verdict which followed it. The 
fact was introduced that Hart admitted the 
shooting, but insisted it was an accident. Ben- 
jamin Nelson, the negro eye-witness, told the 
story he had previously teld of the shooting. 
A half-dozen other witnesses, who knew nothing, 
testified to as much. Then came the reports of 
Drs. MacNichoi and Williamson saying that as a 
result of the autopsy they found that John 
Rusk “came to his death from acute congestion 
and cdema of the luogs.” It took the jury but 
& minute or two to agree on the following re- 
markable verdict: 

“ We find that Joho Rusk came to his death from 
acute congestion and wdema of the lungs, this ver- 
dict being rendered on tne evidence of Drs. Mac- 
Nichol and K. A. Williamson. We, the jurors, hav- 
ing no evidence from the testimony taken from the 
witnesses before us to prove that Thomas Har shot 
Jobn Rusk, therefore it is our duty to exonerate the 
suid Thomas Harttfrom the atiair or of being the 
cause of John Rusk’s death.” 
This verdict aroused the greatest indignation 
among the people who previously had mani- 
fested but little interestin thecase. The father 
and brother of the victim went to District At- 
terney Nelson H. Baker, at White Plains, and 
made a formal protest. Itis pertinent to note 
that Coroner Matthews, after coneluding his 
inguest on the night of the 28th, took a late 
train to White Plains, informed the Sheriff of 
the yerdict, and asked for Hart’s release? But 
Hart was not released. The commitment for 
murder could not be dissolved by a Coroner's 
verdict. 
District Attorney Baker determined that 
justice must be done. He had little time left, 
however, as his term of office expired last 
night. He consulted with William P. Platt, his 
successor, and found him of the same mind. 
The attorneys were not satisfied with the first 
autopsy. They decided to work secretly, how- 
ever, until their suspicions were confirmed. 
John Rusk’s body had been buried in St. Pe- 
ter’s Cemetery at Westchester. Undertaker 
Butler received orders to dig it up. He did 
so quietly at 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
and took it to his establishment. Dr. Louis 
Livingston Seaman, the well-cnown pathologist 
of this city, had been quietly summoned, and 
Dr, Magness of White Piains was asked to work 
with him. Dr. Seaman was on hand. Dr. 
Magness wasill. An attempt was made to get 
other local doctors, but they refused to meddle 
with the case. Finally Dr. W. E. Lyon of New- 
Rochelle agreed to work with Dr. Seaman, and 
the second autopsy was performed in the pres- 
ence of arepresentative of the District Attor- 
ney and a TIMES reporter. i 
In the first place this second autopsy revealed 
the body in a pexfecé state of preservation. 
The nature of the first autopsy was such that 
the body was untouched by the scalpel, except 
where the chest had been opened for an exami- 
nation of the lungs. Drs. Seaman and Lyon ex- 
amined the lungs first and found no trace of 
congestion and only such slight cdema as nat- 
urally follows death. The other organs were as 
thoroughly examined and found in almost a 
rfect condition. Tho brain, the heart, the 
ungs, and other organs showed John Rusk to 
have been a partieularjy healthy man. Then 
the doctors followed the course of the bullet 
through the abdomen, and found it haa run be- 
tween the muscles and the tissues, puncturing 
the intestines in seven places. There were dis- 
tinct evidences of acute perttonitis. Specimens 
were preserved to substantiate the claim that 
Johu Rusk did not die of “ acute congestion and 
oedema ef the lungs,” or even have such a 
disease, but did die of peritonitis and shock, 
caused by the bullet wound. 

In view of this important development 
Thomas Hart will have to face the Westcbes- 
ter Grand Jury in February. It was so late 
last evening when the autopsy was finished 
that no statement ceuld be secured from Mr. 
Platt, who takes the oflice of District Attorney 
to-day. His assistant, Who was present, how- 
ever, said thatin the District Attorney’s oftice 
the case would be given a thorough investiga- 
tion.

JUDGE WALLACE’S DECISION IN FAVOR 
OF FERNANDO WOOD’s SON. 


Ex-Mayor Fernando Wood in September, 
1876, conveyed to his son, J. L. R. Wood, cer- 
tain real estate at Bergen Point, N. J. The 
transfer was without consideration. About 
that time the son, at the request of his father, 
exchanged this property with one Shaw fora 
parcel of Sixty-third-street property, then sub- 
ject to several mortgages. This whole transac-

rs. Hickok claimed in her bill that the 

Bergen Poiot property was, in fact, hers, the 
title being held upon a parol trusy for her sole 
benefit by Fernando Wood, and that the ex- 
change for the Sixty-third-street property was 
made forher sole benefit and upon a parol 
trust to that effect between the ex-Mayor and 
herself. 
“The defendént,”’ she says, “has refused to 
account for the value of the Bergen Point prop- 
erty or the mosey received by him. The Sixty- 
third-street property was conveyed by the de- 
fendant in May, 1879, to satisfy the incum- 
brances theron, and Linsist that, as he was not 
& purchaser of the property for a valuable con- 
sideration, t was impressed in his hands with 
the trust as it would have been in the hands of 
hia father, and he must account for the value of 
the interest therein.” 

The evidence taken in the case shows that in 
the Spring of 1872 Mrs. Hickok applied to Fer- 
nando Wood for pecuniary asaistan se to enable 
her to acquire a house and lot at Bergen Point, 
where she was then residing with her husband. 
Mr. Wood advanced her $300, for which she 
gave him a mortgage, In June, 1873, Mr. Wood 
peid up for her another mortgage for $750, with 

he sograed 4 terest thereon. A new mortgage 
in his favor for $2,300 was executed. Some- 
what later Mr. Wood foreclosed the mortgage, 
and in April, 1874, bought the property in at a 
toreclosure saie. In July, 1874, Mr. Wood paid off 
the prior mortgage. which, with accrued interest, 
amounted to $4,325, and in February, 1875, he 
geve her a receipt acknowledging payment to 

im in full of all demands on acoount of the 
Bergen Point property. 

ln the Summer or Fall of 1875 Mrs. Hickok 
bevame a member of Mr. Wood's household. 
Soon afterward he bought for her @ house in 
Fifty-ninth-street worth $20,000, the deed being 
executed to her, subject to a mortgage of $6,500, 
which he subsequently paid off. In 1876 he ad- 
vised her to exchange the Bergen Point property 
for vacant real estate in Sixty-third-street, sub- 
ject to mortgage, on which $13,000 was unpaid. 
At this time Mr. Wood was financially embar- 
rassed and conveyed the title to all real estate 
held by him to his son, the defendant. In Sep- 
tember, 1876, Mr. Wood executed a deed of 
the Bergen Point property to the defendant, 
and from that time until the Spring 
of 1880 the son had the general manage- 
ment of the real estate belonging to Fernando 
Wood, At the time of tne laiter’s death she 
held his obligations, payable to her fora large 
amount. Her claims against the estate subse- 
quently amounted to $24,000. 

In dismissing the bill with costs Judge Wal- 
lace says: ‘* Upun these facts there is no equity 
in the compiainant’s case, and nothing which 
entitles her to favorable consideration at the 
expense of the defendant. The cefendant has 
not protited by her losses, even if she has sus- 
tained any. He acted in good faith in all he did 
so far as she and Fernando Wood were con- 
cerned.” .

PAPERS READ BEFORE THE AMERICAN 
SOCIETY—OFFICERS ELECTED. 


At the closing session of the convention of 
the American Society of Church History yes- 
terday the Rey. Philip Sohaif was to discuss 
“The Theology of Dante’s Divine Comedy.” 
Instead of presenting his views through the 
medium of a cut-and-dried essay, Prof. Schaff 
spoke for over an hour, without notes, upon 
Dante, the man, poet, and reformer, giving a 
delightful word-picture of his purposes and 
methods and an analytical description of his 
masterpic@s. 

Following Prof. Schaff’s address, the Rey. Dr. 
Abram H. Lewis of Plaintield, N. J., presented 
a thoughtful paper on “The Corruption of 
Christianity through Paganism during the First 
Two Centuries.” “Our times,” he said, ‘‘ need 


less anxiety about apostolic succession, and con- 
formity to early doctrines and ceremonies, and 
a fuller recognition of Sinai, whose echoes 
through the centuries demanded answering 
groans from sacrifical Calvary. Spiritual 
parity and power cannot abound unless these 
wo mountains stand over against each other, 
as God placed them and Christ’s sacrifice em- 
phasized them. Last July I said to Prof. 
Adolph Harnack: ‘Will the Protestantism of 
the next century be more spiritual than now or 
less?” Hesaid: ‘It will be more spiritual or it 
will die.’ I continued: ‘If it dies, what will be 
tho next scene in church history?’ He an- 
swered, ‘Roman Catholicism will take posses- 
sion of the world as a new form of paganism.’” 

The Rev. J. W. Mollvain of Hyattville, Ma., 
entertained the socisty with a short paper 
deseriptive of ‘*Some Relics of Early Presbyte- 
rianism ip Maryland,” and the Secretary read 
extracts from a paper prepared by the Rev. 
Robert Shieils on “Communion Tokens,’’ aiter 
which the following officers were elected:

WRECK ON THE PAN HANDLE. 





TWO PERSONS KILLED, ENGINES DEMOL- 
ISHED, AND COACHES BURNED. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 31.—A fatal wreck 
occurred at Kokomo this morning on the Pan 
Handle Railway, one mile north of the station. 
Train No. 13, north bound, Conductor Thomas 
Lamb, left the junction at 2:13 A. M. &chedule 
time. When about a mile north it met train No. 


14, south bound, in care of Conductor V. D. 
Noland. It was running about fifty miles an 
hour. 

The two trains crashed together, totally de- 
molishing the engines and burning the baggage 
car and coaches of the south-bound train, 
which tumbled on top ef the engines. The in- 
jured were confined to the engine and express 
and baggage cars. 

George Cummings, engineer of No. 14, was 
buried in the wreck, and died immediately after 
being extrigated. Tom McCullough, engineer 
of No. 13, lies at the Clinton House, Kokomo, 
with his head crushed, and cannot live. Bag- 
gagemaster J. Kerlin, injured in back and head, 
was taken to Galveston, where he.died at 9 
ones Thomas Harber also was hurt seri- 
ously. 

These men all live at Logansport. Adams Ex- 
press Messenger Glant was seriously, though 
not fatally, hurt about the body. No passenger 
was killed, but many were shaken up badly; 
the Pullmans escaped, many of the passengers 
not being awakened. The cause of the wreck 
is a mystery.

the Board of Estimate and Apportionment fin- 
ished its work on the city’s budget for 1890 at 
4 o’olock yesterday afternoon. At yesterday's 
meeting of the boartt the last touches were 
given the estimates, changes were made here 
and there, and the figures were gone over for 
the last time. Fifty-six hundred dollars was 
appropriated for additional stenographers in 
the Supreme Court on the mandamus of the 
Judges, 

Very important action was taken in reference 
to the State taxes. Controller Myers ealled up 
the question. When it was discussed in the 
provisional estimates tne board passad a reso- 
lution protesting against the arbitrary action 


of the State Board of Equal@ation in enor- 
mously increasing the valuation of the prop- 
erty 1n this county. 

President Coleman of the Tax 
said yesterday that the injustice done the city 
by the board was glaring. He had given evi- 
dence before it. To proteet the taxpayers of 
the city he offered the following resolution: 


Whereas, The aggregate assessed valuations re- 
turned by the Supervisors of the several counties 
of this State upon which the tax for State purposes 
for the fiscal year of the State, 1489-90, is to be 
levied amounts to $3,567,913,447; and, 

Whereas, There is inciuded in this aggregate of 
valuations the sum of $1,495,819,371, being the 
amount of the return of the total valuation of the 
estates, real and personal, subject to taxation in the 
city and county of New-York; and, 

Whereas, ‘There has been added by certain officers 
claiming to act as a State Board ef Equalization a 
sum arbitrarily fixed by them of $119,425,063 to 
the amount of the total valuation of the real estate 
subject to taxation in said city and county, se as to 
increase the total valuation of the estate, real and 
personal, for the purpose of State taxation in the 
said city and county to $1,615,244,434, and thereby 
enable them to decrease, as they claim to have ie- 
creased, to a corresponding extent the returns of 
the total valuation of the real estate subject to 
State taxation in other certain counties of the 
State; and, 

Whereas, This board is advised by the Counsel to 
the Corporation that this action on the part of the 
said officers, acting or claiming to act as a State 
a of Equalization, was not authorized by law; 
and, 
Whereas, The total amount of all the appropria- 
tions made and expenditures authorized by laws 
enacted by the Legislature of 18389, after deducting 
estimated revenues and surplus amount to $10,750,- 
605 20; and, 

Whereas, ‘There was appropriated in bills passed 
by tne Legislature additional sums aggregating a 
total of $1,808,550 13, allof which sums were ve- 
toed by the Governor; and, 

Whereas, The Legislature, in violation, as this 
board is advised by counsel, of constitutional re. 
strictions, has enacted a tax rate for the State de- 
Signed and intended to raise by taxation npon the 
estate, real and personal, not only the said sum of 
$10,750,605 13, but, in addition thereto, the said 
amount of $1,808,550 13, (the total of the appropri- 
ations vetoed and disallowed as aforesaid,) making 
& total State tax to be raised by taxation of $12,559,- 
055 33; and, 

Whereas, The proportion of this amount of 
$12,659,055 33 which 1t is claimed is required to be 
raised on the estates, real and pexsonal, subject to 
taxation in the city and connty of New-York, upon 
the increased valuation made as aforesaid by the 
officers claiming to act as a State Board of Equali- 
zation amounts to $5,694,248 89; and. 

Whereas, The city and county of New-York can 
Mey | lawfully be required, as this board is advised 
by the Counsel to the Corporation, to raise for the 
purposes of the State for the year 1889-90 its pro- 
portionate share of the said sum of $10,750,505 33, 
which is to be raised by taxation upon the aggre- 
gate valuations returned by the several counties of 
the State, amounting, as explained, to $3,567,913,- 
447; and, 

Whereas, The proportion of this amount to be 
raised by the city and county of New-York upon the 
aggregate valuation of $1,495,819,371, being the 
Teturn of the total valuation of the estates, rea! and

This resolution was passed, and the effect of 
it was to cut off $1,180,000 from the estimated 
allowance for the State tax. The amounts to 
mest the increased tax made necessary by the 
excessive valuation of the Board of Equatiza- 
tion, and also the city’s share of the amount 
vetoed by the Governor was left outbyit. A 
lawsuit is poy, to be the result of this. Issue 
is taken directly with the State, and the city 
means to fight hard to retain its position, 

Sifted down, the board found that the esti- 
mated cost of running the city of New-York tor 
the year 1890 would be $35,148,097 55. 
amount to be raised by taxation will be 
$2,646,960 23 less than this, as the unexpend- 
ed balances of 1889 reach this sum. The foot- 
ing was $32,501,137 32 this year, as against 
$40,380,624 G1 in 1889, when balances of 
$4,602,760 74 were deducted. 

The actual increase for 1890 is $164,712 20 
over 1889, excluding consideration of the ‘un- 
expended balances. Including these balances 
in the consideration, the figures fer 1890 are 
$2,120,512 71 more than they were tn 1889.

FIGHTING FOR THE MILK TRADE. 
“Milk is down.” Thatis the ory which will 
be familiar with purveyors of the fluid in this 
city and vicinity before this week has expired. 
For a long time a uniform carriage rate of 35 
cents per can of forty quarts from all points has 
existed on the Erie, New-York Central, New- 
York, Ontario and Western, New-York, Sus- 
quehanna and Western, West Shore, New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford, Long Island, and 
New-Jersey Central Railroads, and Homer 
Ramsdell Transportation Company. The only 
deviation from this rate are in the cases of the 


Harlem and New-York and Northern Roads. 
The former hasarate of 30 cents per can and 
the latter of 25 cents, on account of the short 
haul from Westohester and Putpam Counties. 

A little over a year and a half ago the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western entered into 
competition for its share of the milk business, 
and was conceded the reduced rate of 32 cents 

er can, Which was to exist on the Morris and 

tasex Division, extending from Hoboken to 

Phillipaburg, N, J. Asa result of this conces- 
sion in the rate the company established a 
lucrative milk traffic, and then extended its bid 
into the middie of this State, still adhering to 
the reduced rate and drawing business from 
the uniform rate lines. Representatives of the 
other roads cailed on President Sioan of the 
Lackawanna to proteat against the low rate 
being continued except within the Morris and 
Essex territory, and they were advised that the 
Lackawanna had Jow-rate contracts which ex- 
tended up to Jan. 1, 1890. On Jan. 1, however, 
President Sloan proposed to raise his rate to 
the uniform basis of 35 cents per can. 

On being reminded of his promise, now that 
the question of milk rates has agajn arisen, 
President Sloau has refused to raise his rate, 
and the result will without doubt be a general 
competitive squabble. The New-York, Ontario 
and Western yesterday issued a circular an- 
nouncing & reduction in its rate to 32 cents, to 
go into effect four days after date of issue. 
Otber lines are likely to follow suit. 





ALMOST A NEW ROAD. 

One of the most important results agcom- 
plished in the railway world during the last 
year has been the physical reconstruction of 
the Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City Railroad. 
At the beginning of 1889 the road consisted of 
two gauges, the eastern part, 319 miles, from 
Tolodo to Charleston, Ill., being of standard 
gauge, and the western, 131 miles, from 
Charleston to East St. Louis, Il, of the three 
feet or narrow-gauge road. During the year 
the narrow-gauge portion has @een changed to 
a standard, thus making a standard road gauge 
from Toledo to East 8t, Louls. 

The change of gauge has been accompanied 
by extensive improvements on the whole sys- 
tem. The entire roadbed has been widened and 
the line changed at a great many places to 
avoid sharp curves. A large amount of work 
has been done on the western portion of this 
road toward reducing the east-bound grade 
from &@ maximum of fifty-two feet to one of 
forty feet to the wile, and it is expected that 
the work will be completed by next month. The 
rebuilding of the bridges has been almost en- 
tirely completed, and many of the trestles have 
been filled up ana replaced with solid 
embankment. Atthe most importantrivers new 
iron and steel bridges have been erected on 
substantial abutments, the most notable of 
which is at the crossing of the Wabash River 
near Silverwood, Ind., at which place a tive- 
span iron and steel bridge, 825 feet long, has 
been erected. 

One hundred and seventy-five miles of track 
have been relaia with 614o-pound steel rails, and 
about 350 miles of track have been ballasted 
with gravel and broken stone. New station 
buildings have been erected at most of the 
places not previously provided with stations.

According to the estimates of the Treas- 
ury Department the debt statement for De- 
cember will show a reduction for that 
month of about $4,000,000. This makes a 
total reduction for the six months since 
July 1 of a little over $24,000,000, or 
$7,500,000 less than for the corresponding 
period of 1888. The reduction for the cal- 
endar year 1889 will, if this estimate be 
correct, be about $81,500,000, or some 
$10,000,000 less than for the previous year. 
There is no comment required on these com- 
parative amounts. In each case they 
have been determined by conditions over 
which the executive departments have no 
serious control. In each case they have 
been very much larger than the real inter- 
ests of the country required or justified. 
The money with which the debt was re- 
duced was the fruit of unjust and unneces- 
sary taxation, and the only honest use to 
which it could have been put was the re- 


duction of that taxation.

If the State is to get more than a fair 
proportion of its revenue from this city for 


the present year it will have to sue for it. 
The Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
justifying its action in a long list of where- 
ases, has included in the city and county 
tax levy the sum of $4,519,641 83 for State 
purposes, instead of the $5,698,248 89 
which will be demanded by the State au- 
thorities. In so.doing it excludes from 
the State’s requirements the appro- 
priations which were vetoed. but which 
were included in the State’s levy. It 
also excludes from the basis of taxation 
in this city the addition to the assessment 
made by the so-called Board of Equaliza- 
tion. The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment claims legal support for its action, 
but whether it is sustaiped or not the city 
will not continue to be robbed by State au- 
thority without fighting for its rights.

and prosperous fishing fleet, which after- 
ward went to decay, Another magnani- 
mous Gloucester man wanted the duty on 
fish increased so that 50 per cent. of what 
_is left of Canadian tonnage might be driven 
out of business. Of course, we would buy 
fish of Canadians only in case we could 
getit to better advantage than in buying 
it at Gloucester, and whatever we bought 
would be paid for in something else, and 
the trade would be _ profitable. Mr. 
ELuis H. RoBERTs, Assistant Treasurer 
ef the United States, showed that he 
had ideas about trade quite as narrow as 
those of any Gloucester fishmonger. He 
propounded the brilliant argument that it 
would be a poor bargain to open to Canada 
@ market of 65,000,000 people in return 
for a market of only 5,000,000. Where, 
then, isthe advantage of the city of New- 
York trading, say with Yonkers, and open- 
ing to that town a market of 1,500,000 
people inreturn fora market of 15,000, 
be the same more or less? Where is the ad- 
vantage of New-York State trading with 
Connecticut? What has the population 
ofthe ‘‘ market” got to do with the ques- 
tion, anyway? 








‘The Senate Military Committee, by re- 
porting with a favorable recommendation 
Mr. HAWLEY’S measure to increase the pay 
of the privates of the Hospital Corps to $19 
a@ month, gives it a good start toward enact- 
ment. There is something to besaid for the 
expediency of this measure. It is for the 
interest of the whole army that the Hos- 
pital Corps should be composed of competent 
men, and in order to insure this the pay 
must be made attractive. The ground of 
the pending measure is that under the old 
system, prior to the reorganization in 1887, 
where enlisted men were detailed to hospital 
service, they received an extra duty allow- 
ance, which, added to their regular pay, 
made their wages more than now, under the 
new system. On the other hand, the Hos- 
pital Corps men are not able to earn extra 
duty pay like privates of the line. It is 
true that the latter have many military 
duties from which the men of the Hospital 
Corps are exempt. But these in turn have 
a good deal of unpleasant work in nursing 
the sick, and are exposed to peril from con- 
tagious diseases. The difficulty in fixing 
an absolute standard of pay for different 
classes of military work is great, but the 
present bill has found advocates. 








The latest—would we could say the last— 
proposition for making the country rich by 
act of Congress comes from a journal bear- 
ing the curious title, The Financier. It is ‘‘ to 
pass a law and print $500,000,000 in green- 
backs in excess of the present issue, and as 
fast as printed expend the same sum in 
macadamizing the country roads all over 
the United States.” This little job is to be 
done in twelve months. Itisto ‘give em- 
ployment to millions of idle men and re- 
lieve all poverty,” &c., &c., &c.—the same 
old story. It is curious to see such a 
thing in print anywhere in this the next 
to the last decade of the nineteenth cert- 
ury. The writer doe: not see that his 


“$500,000,000, to be spent in one year, 


would not give $1 50 a day to over one 
million of men, without reckoning the 
cost of material, but the incapacity to 
make so simple @ calculation as this does 
not restrain him from calmly undertaking 
to settle the fortunes of the whole Amer- 
ican Nation. And it is not pleasing to 
think that, wild and crazy as he is, the 
Supreme Court of the United States has 
declared that Congress has the power to 
carry out just such schemes, if it should 
choose to do so. 








MR. COLEMAN’S MISTAKES. 

The course of Mr. COLEMAN in resigning 
his position as Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning in the face of the charge that he 
had failed in his duty to the city could 
be regarded only as a serious mistake if it 
were not a logical sequence of his mistaken 
policy in the administration of the depart- 
ment. Assuming that he had done the best 
with the means at his command, and had 
been bafiled and thwarted by difficulties 
for which he was not himself responsible, 
his proper course would obviously have 
been to defend his administration before 
the tribunal which had to pass upon the 
charges made against him as cause for re- 
meval and expose the difficulties with 
which he had been forced to contend. He 
would have owed this to the public as well 
as to himself, but while he tries in his let- 
ter of resignation to make a virtue of his 
readiness to vacate the office whenever the 
performance of his duties was declared to 
be unsatisfactory to the appointing power, 
it is in effect an admission that he has no 
valid defense to make. 

Mr. CoLEMAN does not in his letter ex- 
plain the real difficulty that has paralyzed 
the Department of Street Cleaning, but he 
endeavors to make a virtue of the policy 
from which it has sprung. He gives evi- 
dence of his own weakness and of a mis- 
taken view of public duty, which deprives 
him of the defense that he might have had 
if he had really not been in a large meas- 
ure responsible for his own failure. He 
shows that he has an entirely erroneous 
idea of what constitutes a non-partisan 
policy in the conduct of public business, 
He says that the law creating the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning was passed by a 
Republican Legislature and signed by a 
Republican Governor, ‘‘with the implied 
understanding, of course, that Republicans 
should not be debarred from employment 
therein.” He was appointed by a Mayor 
who had been elected by the united Democ- 
racy, and this he takes as having bound 
him in honor ‘“‘to emmploy persons irrespect- 
ive of the organizatioa to which they be- 
lenged.” What he means by ts is ingi- 
cated in the statement thag he always 
insisted that ‘‘Tammany Hall should al- 
ways be considered and treated as well as 
any other political organization, even in 
the days when she was without power or 
influence.” 

These statements give the key to Mr. 
CoLEMAN’s policy in the employment of 
men, and it is one under which no man can 
give the public efficient and economical 
service. It was nota policy of non-parti- 
sanship in any proper sense, but a policy of 
recognition of all parties and a distribution 
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claims. It gave “pulls” and “influence” 
to politicians of every faction, which is 
even worse in its effect than acknowledging 


| the control and responsibility of one. It 


was not for the man who was appointed to 
the head of the Street-Cleaning Department 
to concern himself with the politics of the 
Legislature that passed the bill creating it 
or of the Governor who signed that bill. 
He should not have assumed that there was 
any implied obligation that he must con- 
sider the politics of the.men whom he em- 
ployed. Neither should he have- assumed 
that his appointment involved an obli- 
gation to recognize political organizations 
at all. The presumption shofild have been 
that he was appointed to keep the streets 
of the city clean, and was expected to 
use the means best calculated to accom- 
plish that result within the limits of dis- 
cretion allowed to him by law. He should 
have appointed subordinates and employed 
laborers for the sole purpose of doing his 
work, and doing it well, without inquiring 
into their politics or recognizing “in- 
fluence” from any political quarter. If he 
had acted upon that principle he could 
have given the city clean streets, and 
that would have been his best defense 
against the hostility of angry politicians. 

Instead of adopting this course he seems 
to have gone to the other extreme and 
tried to placate all the politicians by 
distributing the employment at his dis- 
posal among their dependents. Under that 
policy his only protection and apparently 
the only thing that enabled him to give 
the public a tolerable service so long was 
the exercise of the discretion that per- 
mitted him to let out the most important 
part of the street cleaning to contractors. 
While that system was continued he got 
along fairly well, but in pursuance of his 
policy of recognizing political influence he 
gave up the system at the demand of 
Tammany “in the days when” she had 
acquired both power and influence. Then 
he was left without any protection 
from the consequences of employing 
men not because they were good for 
something, but because politicians de- 
manded their employment. He speedily be- 
came the helpless victim of the policy 
which he had adopted, and the very power 
that he was trying to placate has prompt- 
ly thrust him aside as confessedly incom- 
petent, because he insisted that in yielding 
to its demands he had not failed to perform 
his duty to the public. 

In point of fact Mr. COLEMAN did finally 
fail, and his failure was due to his mistaken 
cours> in not refusing to recognize the 
claim. of a Republican Legislature or of 
Democratic organizations that elect Mayors, 
and maintaining that his duty was to the 
city and allits people. If he had ignored 
all parties and factions and devoted him- 
self to cleaning the (streets, employing 
the agencies and the men with which he 
could most effectually accomplish that 
object, the politicians could not have 
secured his removal during his first term; 
under Mayor HEwITT they could not have 
prevented his reappointment, and by this 
time even Tammany could not have driven 
him from his post. lf at last he had been 
forced to succumb to partisan forces, which 
is not at all likely, he would have gone out 
of office with honor and a proud record, and 
not because, as even his friends were com- 
pelled to admit, he had failed to give 
the city clean streets. The man who suc- 
ceeds in keeping the streets of this city 
clean will be stronger than the politicians, 
but no man can ever do this by yielding 
the functions of his office to political con- 
trol. 


GETTING AT THE FACTS. 

The Ways and Means Committee is going 
on industriously with its hearings in regard 
to the tariff. It had a meeting yesterday, 
and is to have another to-morrow, omitting 
only New Year’s Day. We notice that so 
conservative a journal as the Philadelphia 
Telegraph thinks that the committee is 
giving too,much attention to the manu- 
facturers who wish the present tariff rates 
maintained or increased, and not enough 
to consumers who may wish them reduced 
or abolished. There issome reason in this 
opinion, but if the committee shape its 
recommendations according to the testi- 
mony it actually receives, it will pro- 
pose a reduction of tbe tariff. Of that 
there is no longer any reasonable doubt. 
lt is true that the members have heard 
from a great many manufacturers, and 
will hear from more of them, that 
they desire high duties, higher even 
than those now imposed. But the mere 
wish of the manufacturers is not enough. 
The committee must, in all decency, con- 
sider not only what these men want, but 
why they want it. They may desire pro- 
tection from foreign competition without 
really needing it. They may be unable to 
meet such competition because of condi- 
tions that cannot readily be overcome, or 
they may be unable te meet it because they 
lack the energy, skill, experience, courage, 
or capital. In the former case a plausible 
argument in favor of protection might be 
framed; in the latter case there could be 
no excuse for protection at ali. It would 
be a mere arbitrary, unjust, and scandalous 
piece of favoritism toward incompetent 
citizens and an outrageous oppression upon 
the consumers. In deciding a question of 
this sort, it is plain that if one manufact- 
urer in any given line of goods comes for- 
ward to say that he needs no protection 
and no change in the tariff except tree raw 
materials, that one case is conclusive. Tho 
others do not need protection. They mere- 
ly wish it. 

Take the case of Mr. GEORGE A. MACBETH 
of Pittsburg, Penn., a manufacturer of 
glass lamp chimneys, who appeared yester- 
day befoare.the eozamittee. Mr. MACBETH 
surprised the protectionists on the commit- 
tee by asking for the repeal of duties, and 
not only not asking for higher duties, but 
expressing his willingness to see the duties 
on his finished product repealed. What he 
wanted was the abolition of the duty of 23 
per cent. on soda ash, that of 20 ver cent. 
on carbonate of potash, and the duty on 
lead. Soda ash was made in this country, 
but with the duty paid to the Treasury 
last year he would buy up the factories in 
this country several times over. Carbonate 
of potash, though made in this country, 











was not made in auantities sufficient 








to supply the demand. If, instead of | 


taking off these duties, and thus making 
the manufacture of his goods cheaper, 
‘Congress should raise the duties on foreign 
goods, that would only make the price of 
all goods, foreign and domestic, higher to 
the consumers; it weuld not shut out for- 
eign goods, and would be of no advantage 
to any oneexcept the domestic manufact- 
urer, who would make more money until 
competition cut down his profits, but always 
at the expense of the consumer. As for 
his own business, he made 200 kinds of 
lamp chimneys and only 20 of them came 
into competition with imported goods. 

This kind of testimony seems to have 
amazed Mr. BAYNE of Pennsylvania. He 
wanted to know if Mr. MACBETH could com- 
pete with the Germans ‘‘with their lewer 
rate of wages” outside of this country. To 
which the incorrigible and audacious Pitts- 
burger replied: ‘Give me free material or 
free trade, such as England has, and give 
me the proper products of my labor, and I 
defy any competition on the face of the 
earth.” ‘‘And pay your workman,” per- 
sisted Mr. BAYNE, ‘‘ the wages you now pay 
him?” Towhich Mr. MACBETH replied; ‘1 
will pay him more.” Mr. BAYNE was unwill- 
ing to give up. ‘*‘ How much,” he asked, 
“do you pay your workingmen on the 
average?” ‘‘About four dollars and a 
half a day,” replied Mr. MACBETH, and he 
avowed his readiness to meet German com- 
petition even if German wages were but 
$2 25 a day. He relied on the skill, 
fidelity, and efficiency of his men, and on 
his own capacity to utilize their good 
qualities. As to wages, he did not believe 
that any man in this country paid labor 
more than he could not help paying. In 
any case, “if he had free trade in his raw 
materials he would be perfectly willing to 
have free trade in his product.” 

Other witnesses followed, manufacturers 
in the same general line of business, and 
some trades union men. The former advo- 
cated higher duties on competing foreign 
goods, the latter were doubtful whether 
Americar workmen were really so superior 
to the Germans as Mr. MACBETH thought. 
But their testimony ought not to stand in 
the consideration of the committee for a 
moment against that of Mr. MACBETH. A 
chain is no stronger than its weakest link. 
This Pittsburg lamp-chimney maker snaps 
the chain of protectionist reasoning in two. 
His single experience makes the pretentions 
of all the others worthless. They say that 
they cannot stand against foreign competi- 
tion. He shows that they can. They say 
that the tariff is necessary tothe payment of 
fair wages. He shows that itisnot. They 
say that without the tariff they could not 
hold the home market. He shows that 
without it he could not only hold the home 
market, but enter foreign markets as well. 
They talk of cheap foreign labor. He 
shows that American labor is the cheaper, 
though better paid, and that with a wider 
market and greater demand labor would be 
better paid even than now. Is there an 
American citizen with a drop of the old 
strain of American blood in his veins that 
does not feel that Mr. MACBETH’s demand 
for a fair field and no favor is manly, hon- 
est, American, and that the whining for 
special favors from Congress is sneaking, 
cowardly, and un-American? 








THE PENALTY OF THE LAW. 

There is avery curious state of things 
said to exist in Washington with reference 
to the prosecution of those zealous mem- 
bers of the Old Dominion Club who sought 
to elicit from the employés of the Federal 
Government substantial aid for Gen. Ma- 
HONE when he supposed that he was run- 
ning for Governor in the State of Virginia. 
The case was recounted in considerable 
detail in our dispatches at the time and the 
prima facie evidence was certainly quite 
enough to warrant a thorough official in- 
vestigation. This was accordingly made 
by the very zealous and efficient members 
of the Civil Service Commission, and its 
results fully sustained the inferences drawn 
from the facts accessible to the reporters of 
the press. Whetherfortunately or unfort- 
unately, the powers of the commission in 
such matters are limited toinquiry. Thereis 
nothing that the commission can do toward 
punishing the most flagrant and obvious 
violation of the law against the solicitation 
of money for political purposes except to 
lay the facts before the District Attorney 
for such further action as the law requires. 
This the commission did with promptness, 
and there, for the present, the matter rests. 
Now itis reporte@ that the District Attor- 
ney hesitates whether he shall push the 
matter further, and for a very curious rea- 
son, namely, because he is uncertain 
whether President HARRISON would be 
pleased or displeased to have him do so. 
So tar as his own partisan predilections are 
concerned, they must, if they have any in- 
fluence at all, be in favor of the vigorous per- 
formance of his duty. He is a Democrat 
appointed by President CLEVELAND and 
not yet displaced by Mr. HarRIsoN. Butit 
is said that he hesitates lest anything he 
may do may incite Mr. HARRISON’s resent- 
ment and cause his dismissal from his posi- 
tion. ; 

We have seen no evidence that the Dis- 
trict Attorney is really actuated by this 
motive. There has been some delay, but 
it is not yet so great as to require special 
explanation; nor do we see that Mr. Har- 
RISON can fairly be accused of wishing to 
protect MaHonr’s friends from the conse- 
quences of their illegal conduct. There 
are some reasons why he may be supposed 
to have quite the contrary desire. MAHONE 
is, if not what President JOHNSON used to 
call a ‘‘dead duck,” at least a badly de- 
feated adventurer, from whose fortunes 
Mr. HARRISON may very well wish to dis- 
connect himself, seeing how much shame 
he brought upon himself by backing him 
in the Virginia election. A conspicuous 
example of the énforcement of the penal 
provisions of the civil service law would 
be very creditable to the Administration, 
and would be an offset to some things 
that have awakened both distrust and dis- 
gust among respectable citizens. And yet 
-it cannot be denied that, if the District 
Attorney in Washington is really doubtful 
whether it would be safe todo his whole 
duty in this matter, vigorously and prompt- 
ly, and whether sucha course might not 
result in his decanitation before he had 











brought the offenders to justice, he is. not 
without plausible reason for sucha view. 
The negative evidencein support of it is 
pretty strong, and negative evidence is 
sometimes very weighty to a man whose 
head is in danger. There is no conclusive 
proof that Mr. HARRISON would not look 
onan energetic prosecution of MAHONE’s 
heelers with displeasure, or that he 
would not express that displeasure by an 
Executive message to the Senate trans- 
mitting the name of the District Attorney’s 
successor. One can hardly blame a timid 
man for considering his path as beset with 
difficulties. We may think that he has no 
right to think of his personal prospects 
‘when there isa duty to be performed, but 
if he does think of them we cannot assert 
that his fears are wholly unreasonable. 

Whatever may be the facts, the responsi- 
bility must rest ultimately upon the Presi- 
dent. The law is perfectly plain. If Mr. 
HARRISON has any doubt as to the facts 
after the investigation made by the Civil 
Service Commission, the least that he can 
do, and he can do that very readily, is to 
see that the case is brought before the 
courts. There is no room for doubt as to 
the legal or the moral quality of solicita- 
tion of money from the employés of the 
Government for political purposes. The 
exact meaning, effect, and scope of the law 
were declared by the Supreme Court in the 
well-known case of Gen. N. M. Curtis, and 
the law was not only declared constitu- 
tional but was given a very broad interpre- 
tation, so that its prohibitions are exceed- 
ingly searching and its penalties severe, 
The officers of the Old Dominion Club, ac- 
cording to the facts as they were reported 
in the precs, were guilty of violating the 
law, and it is the obvious duty of the 
President to see that these facts are 
passed upon by the courts and that 
justice is done to the accused. He cannot 
escape that duty by leaving it to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, because while that official 
also has a clear duty in the premises, he is 
on the one hand open to temptation to 
neglect it because of fear of the President, 
which the President can remove if he 
choose, and, on the other hand, there is no 
doubt that he would respond to any known 
wish of the President that he should act 
with vigor. If he does not do so, his omis- 
sion to perform his duty will be attributed 
to Mr. HARRISON, and that gentleman has 
himself to blame if the inference is gener- 
ally accepted. Astothe moral obligatiot 
to suppress this most offensive practice of 
the spoils system, we shall not insult Mr. 
HARRISON by discussing it. No one knows 
better than he the extent of the evil or its 
corrupt and corrupting character. 











THE GOVERNORS “ POLITICS.” 

The Governor of the State of New-York 
must have had the native hue of his reso- 
lution considerably sicklied over with 
the pale cast of thought if he has read 
the comments of the press in the coun- 
try at large upon his action in superseding 
the Albany Argus by the Albany Times as 
the official State paper. Theunanimity and 
intensity of the comments upon his action 
are rather surprising, considering that the 
press of the country is not supposed to fol- 
low the course of New-York State politics in 
detail. And after all there is nothing in 
these things that ought to be surprising. 
New-York isa,“ pivotal State,” besides being 
a very big and important State, and what- 
ever affects the cause of pelitics in it ought 
to arrest the attention of the whole 
country. The attention of the whole coun- 
try was very effectively attracted by the 


fact that Gov. Hiru carried the Em- 
pire State at the last election anda 
that GROVER CLEVELAND was defeated 
in it. These facts challenged the 
attention of every journalist in the 
country, particularly the Democratic 


_journalists, since the Republican jour- 


nalists had no motive for inquiring very 
curiously into the details of an arrangement 
by which their party profited very largely. 
The Democratic journalists have inquired 
into the subject very curiously and very 
intelligently, and their conclusion has been 
the same as that arrived at by politicians 
and inteiligent observers of both par- 
ties here in the State of New-York. It 
is that Gov. Hitt made his own re- 
election sure by bri: ging about a coali- 
tion of the worst elements of the Repub- 
lican Party with the worst elements of the 
Democratic Party herein the State of New- 
York. Itis not necessary to assume that 
the Governor deliberately intended to de- 
feat the candidate of his party for the 
Presidency. It is necessary merely to 
recognize the obvious facts of the situation, 
which are that the Governor could 
not have been re-elected without a com- 
bination between the worst elements of 
the two parties, to which he was a party, 
to which GROVER CLEVELAND could not 
have been a party, and to which the elec- 
tion of BENJAMIN HARRISON and the defeat 
of WARNER MILLER are alike to be ascribed. 

The strength of Gov. HILL in the National 
Convention of 1892 will be the strength of 
Tammany Hall in the National Convention 
of 1884. It will be the strength of a can- 
didate who appears to boast of the fact that 
no ticket of which he does not approve can 
carry the State of New-York, and that he 
will not approve any ticket that is not head- 
ed by his own name. This latter clause 
will be new with Gov. HILL, but the animus 
of his opposition will not be mistakable. It 
is the same opposition that was raised 
against the first nomination of CLEVELAND, 
for his renomination was virtually unani- 
mous. It was exposed and defeated at 
the convention at which CLEVELAND 
was nominated. Gen. BraGG’s famous 
saying, “We love him for the 
enemies he has made,” will be as pertinent 
and effective in 1892 as it was in 1884. 
It is true that Tammany is much more of a 
power now than it was in 1884. It has 
eomplete, or nearly complete, possession of 
the City Government, and it is prepared to 
make any saerifices to make that possession 
complete and secure. On his part Gov. 
HILL is,prepared, not to make sacrifices, to 
be sure, for nothing that promotes his per- 
sonal interests can be a sacrifice to him, 
but to do anything that Tammany Hall can 
ask of him to receive its support. 

“In vain is the net spreadin the sight 
of any bird.” The sacrificesof honorand of 
decency made by the Governor to Tam- 














many are too open to pass without notice. 


There was really no political reason why he | 


should have discarded an able and faithful 
party organ like the Albany Argus in favor 
of a political assassin like the Albany Times, 
which is known only for the alacrity with 
which it has “knifed” Democratic candi- 
dates who represented the triumph of the 
better over the baser elements of the party. 
This is what he has done, and it is very 
gratifying to find that his motives for doing 
itare thoroughly recognized by the Dem- 
ocratic press, not only in this State, but 
throughout the country. Doubtless the 
Governor is aware that he has made a po- 
litical mistake, but it is one that it is quite 
beyond his ingénuity to repair. 








The Republican members of the Ohio 
Legislature have recently been advised 
repeatedly in the Commercial Gazette by 
Mr. HALSTHAD that they ought not to give 
ex-Gov. FosTER a complimentary nomina- 
tion for the office of Senator, and now Mr. 
FOsTER replies at some length, and says 
that Mr. HALSTEAD never has been a safe 
counselor. But Mr. HaALsTEaD’s opposition 
to the nomination of Mr. FosTer is not so 
curious as his support of Mr. MCKINLEY 
and Mr. BUTTERWORTH as worthy candi- 
dates for the same compliment. FORAKER 
was the first choice of Mr. HatsTEap 
and the Commercial Guzette, but it is 
admitted that the forgery scandal has 
taken ‘him out of the list. Next comes Mc- 
KINLEY. “If we had a vote in the Repub- 
lican caucus,” writes Mr. HALSTEAD, *‘ we 
woutd give itto MCKINLEY. And we would 
not make a row if BurreRWoRTH should 
gather in the compliment.” Upon Burrer- 
WORTH the nomination, Mr. HatsTEap 
says, “would be well bestowed.” And yet 
Mr. HALSTEAD believed a few weeks ago, 
upon the word of an obscure and disrepu- 
table person and without seeking any con- 
firmation or disproof of his assertion, that 
both McKINLEY and BuTrerwortTs had 
secretly and corruptly conspired with JoHN 
R. McLean and others to divide the large 
profits of a disgraceful job that was to be 
made profitable. by national legislation. 
Only a few weeks ago he assailed BUTTER- 
WORTH in two columns of severe censure, 
telling him that “his mind had gone to roost 
in the woods with the owls,” that his ex- 
planation of the defeatin Ohio was “ un- 
kind, ungrateful, untruthful, and disgrace- 
ful,” and that his actions had ‘‘ not been of 
a kind calculated to refresh the confidence 
of his friends as to the prolongation of his 
public usefulness.” We presume, however, 
that neither of the gentlemen stored up 
any wrath against their impulsive critic, 
and hisown attitude toward them is now 
as peaceful and commendable as it was 
before the ballot-box forgery made so great 
astir. But for that forgery, in the opin- 
ion of some persons, Mr. HALSTEAD him- 
self might now be seeking with some 
confidence a Senatorial nomination that 
would be something more than a compli- 
ment, and it is by no means the least of the 
disastrous effects of that scandal that the 
path to the Senate was closed to one whose 
service in that body would have been very 
creditable to his State and might atthe 
same time have contributed to the gayety 
of nations.

LOT REFORM. 
AN EXPOSURE THAT MAKES MARYLAND 
POLITICIANS LAUGH — THE LEGIS- 
LATURE MEETS TO-DAY. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Deo. 31.—The Democratic 
caucus met to-night and selected the following 
nominees: For President of the Senate—Rob- 
ert F. brattan of Somerset County; for Speaker 
of the House—John Hubner of Baltimore 
County. They will be formally elected by the 
two branches of the Legislature when it begins 
its biennial session of ninety days to-morrow. 

Mr. Brattan isa lawyer and a man of means. 
He has been accused of independence in former 
years, but he is a good party man at present. 
This is his second year in the Senate. He isa 
young man and is looked upon as one of the 
Congressional possibilities on the Eastern 
Shore. Mr. Hubner is a conservative and mat- 
ter-of-fact business man, who resides in Balti- 
more County, near Baltimore City. He is 
honest and capable, and has the respect of all 
bis legislative associates. Both are considered 
good men for the places. This Legislasure 
shows up much better than its immediate 
predecessors. It has better ability and a higher 
character. There is a disposition, too, to place 
more trustworthy members at the head of the 


important committees. The general sentiment 
seems favorable to a more honest quality of 
legislation. 

The talk to-day, however, has been mainly 
upon the vad break of Senator Gorman and his 
lieutenants, State Treasurer Stevenson Areher 
and Controller Vic Baughman, in their indis- 
creet speeches against the Austrahan ballot 
law before the Democratic editors last night. 
The politicians to-day shifted their position 
from Baltimore to Annapolis. Most of them 
came down on the afternoon trains, and all of 
them were talking about the speeches. Of 
course an attempt at denial has been made, but 
it has failed. The outline given inthe Baiti- 
more dispatch to to-day’s TIMES is entirely ac- 
curate, although it understates rather than 
Overstates the case. The plan was to get the 
editors of approved Democratic faith together 
and to persuade them to make a concerted at- 
tack on the Australian system in their news- 
papers. This attack was then to be taken asa 
reflex of the party sentiment of the State, and 
was to be used to the fullest limit in infiuenc- 
ing the action of the Legislature. 

Several of the editors joined in Gorman’s 
assault on ballot reform, and they did it with 
considerable fervor. But tne majority re- 
mained unknown quantities in the discussion, 
Their silence did not presage the unanimous 
success of the scheme. It was then that the 
leaders awoke fully to the indiscretion of their 
outbreaks. Very quickly pledges were ex- 
tracted from everybody that not a word should 
be said about the proceedings beyond the fact 
that it was a very pleasant dinner and quite 
uneventful. Butin some mysterious way it all 
got out, and last night Messrs. Gorman, Archer, 
and Baughman were wearing long faces and 
anxiously asserting that the newspapers had 
no right to publish the proceedings of a private 
dinner. 

To the old-timers the affair is something of a 
joke, and they seem half glad that Gorman, 
who in their estimation has had his political 
life insured against mistakes, should at last be 
caught in a trap which he was trying to set 
with such care. In Baltimore to-day the people 
were laughing and the reformers were congrat- 
ulating themselves that Gorman’s intestions 
had been unmasked in such an unexpected 
way. Thethirty editors are not saying much, 
and it remains to be seen whether or not they 
will fulfill the prediction which Senator Gorman 
made to a@ newspaper man who went to see him 
about the matter last night. “If you publish that 
thing,” he said, ‘*‘every one of those editors will 
say in the next issuesof their papers that ne 
such speeches were delivered.” ‘he matter is 
published in to-day’s papers. 

There is a very serious side to all this. The 
most important contest {of the sessionj of the 
Legislature will De for a new election law. 
Three years ago one wastirmly promised. Act- 
ing in good faith, two committees—one for the 
reformers and the other for the better class of 
regular Democrats—drew up bills and present- 
ed them to the Legislature. They were thrown 
aside; good suggestions were emasculated, and 
the result was 0 hybrid malformation that gave 
glass ballot boxes and afew more registration 
facilities, but utterly failed to provide safe- 

uards against repeating and other forms of 

allot fraud. it was a slight improvement on 
the old law, but was utterly inadequate fur the 
demands of the times. 

The independent Democrats have never ceased 
their contest. They have spent time and money 
against heavy odds, and they have announced 
their determination to keep it up until they have 
secured an efficient bailot law for Maryland. 
Last Fall they made one of the stoutest fights 
ever known in the South. The regular Demo- 
crats—the Gorman Democrats—were. greatly 
alarmed, and they promised everything, pledged 
themselves to baliot reform, praised the Aus- 
tralian system in public speeches, and on the 
strength of their promises they won, although 
they got through with the smallest margin for 
years and with the closest majority m the Leg- 
islature since the war. ‘This defeat did not dis- 
courage the reformers. They have been stead- 
ily at work on a new law based on ihe Anstralian 
system, with modifications suggested by the ex- 

erience of Massachusetts and the New-York 

aw which Gov. Hill vetoed. The scope of their 
bill was given in a recent dispatch from Balti- 
more to LHE TIMES. 

Now Senator Gorman’s speech of yesterday 
shows the independents that they can expect 
nothing from him, and his word in the present 
Legislature has great weight. It can defeat ir 
it cannot always win. There is hope, however, 
of anew growth of reform sentiment in the 
Legislature. Several of the independent mem- 
bers, such as Laird of Montgomery, who fought 
almost single-handed through several sessions, 
are coming to the front by the force of their 
own ability and courage, and they may be able 
to accomplish something. In the meantime the 
reformers are hopeful and busy, and Senator 
Gorman’s new attitude has weakened himself 
and strengthened them. 

The present session will be one of great in- 
terest. Besides the ballot law, a new high 
license law, a new assessment law, 2 new oys- 
ter law, a probable scheme of Conxzressional 
redistricting, and the disposal of the Chesa- 
peake ana Ohio Canal, which cost the State 
$15,000,000, and which is wanted for a rail- 
road bed, will come up for consideration. 

The United States Senatorsbip talk is aban- 
dant to-day, but so far nothing has occurred to 
change the opinion given in the dispatch to 
THE Trmks of ten days ago that Senator E. K. 
Wilson will be re-elected. Gov. Jackson is the 
man most mentioned as his opponent, and 
there are two other men in the field—Jobn 
Brown of Queen Anue’s and Col, Edward Lioyd 
of Talbot. According to law the Senator has to 
be chosen from the Eastern Shore. 

The election takes placeon Jan. 14, Steven- 
son Archer will be re-elected Treasurer of 
the State, and John Gill, Jr., will be re-elected 
one of the Police Commissioners of Baltimore 
City. Neither of these has opposition. The 
strength of the Legislature is: senate—Demo- 
crats, 18; Republicans, 8; House—Democrats, 
59; Republicans, 32. Democratic majority on 
joint ballot, 37; majority two years ago, 91. 

Gov. Jackson will recommend in his annual 
message a hew system of assessment so as to 
reach the railroad corporations of the State, 
which now pay into the Treasury only $58,000 
on $125,000,000 of property. He will recom- 
mena an annual tax of 2 to 212 per cent. on the 
gross receipts of the railroads of the State. He 
will advise the passage of « hign-license law. 
His references to a new ballot law are vague 
and unsatisfactory.

The January numberof the Century will be 
found as interesting as Most recent numbers, 
Miss Edwards’s account of ancient Bubastis 
takes the reader intoa region of Egyptian ex- 
plorations not familiar to nim; the excursion 
proves to be profitable and agreeable. In the 
Lincoln biography we have the story of the 
assassination told again, and with it an aceount 


of Booth’s flight and death, told by men pos- 
sessed of contemporary knowledges of thsirown. 
One number more and the end of this biography 
will have beenreached. Henry James, of whom 
the magazines obtain much less matter than 
formerly, has an agreeable account of Daumier, 
the caricaturist. Joseph Jeffersun’s autobivg- 
rapby is continued, and its interest does not 
lessen with its progress. The frontispiece is a 
portrait of America’s good frieud, James Bryce, 
whose strong Scotch face should interest thou- 
sands of readers. 


THE “FORUM” FOR JANUARY.

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VARIOUS INTERESTS BEFORE 
THE SHNATORS. 
HOW NEW-YORK FARMERS LOOK UPON 
THE COMMERCIAL-UNION PROJECT 
—LUMBER AND THE FISHERIES. 


Senator Butler of South Carolina came up 
from Washington yesterday and joined his as- 
sociates of the Committee on Relations with 
Canada, whose sessions were continued at the 
Hotfman House. 

Ellis H. Roberts, the Assistant Treasurer, was 
the first witness. He contended that in any 
plans for relief which the committee might de- 
vise, the exchange of commodities ought not in 
any sense to be treated as a separate question. 
The markets of this country, he said, were so 
much better than those of Canada that commer- 
cial considerations must operate as the chief 
agepts in suggesting to Canada a solution of 
present problems. 

In regard to the fisheries he was of the opin- 
{on that the concession of an open market to 
Canada for general commodities would be giving 
away agreatdeal for which this country would 


receive no substantial return. There seemed 
to bim to be much more advantage in cultivat- 
Ing reciprocal relations with countries in trop- 
ica) or semi-tropical latitudes, whose products 
cannot be raisedin this country, although they 
are in general demand. 

Speaking more particularly for Central and 
Northern New-York, Mr. Roberts sald he was 
certain that the feeling of the people was ad- 
verse to commercial union, He believed that 
even the railroads felt that it would be far bet- 
cer to develop population and manufactures on 
this side of the border than, under the privileges 
of commercial union, to try to pick up what at 
pest must befor many years a comparatively 
emall freight business on the other side of the 
border. He was certain that the farmers would 
protest against the free admission of Canadian 
butter and cheese, on which there is now a duty 
of 4 cents per pouni, against potatoes, on which 
the duty 1s now 15 cents per bushe), and upon 
hay and all kinds of grains. 

Upon the subject of political union Mr. Rob- 
erts thought that it was the general impression 
that something of that kind must ripen in the 
future, and. that whenever Canada may be 
ready to tender her territory the agricultural 
\nterest of the North would probably be willing 
to surrender some material benefits for the 
sentimental satisfaction of securing to this 
Government the control of the continent. In 
any event he felt sure that advances should 
come, not from the side thatis strong and abie 
to care for itself, but from the side that in the 
nature of events must inevitably be swept into 
the great current of prosperity that fluws in 
this country. ; 

Several of the Senators questioned Mr. Rob- 
erts upon the subject of wages. He said there 
had been considerable emigration from Canada 
into this country by French Canadians to the 
lumber district, and by mechanics not of French 
descent into the manufacturing districts. They 
had found not only that wages were from 25 to 
30 per cent. higher than in Canada, but that 
their condition was improved in all material 
respects, in social life, in educational advan- 
tages, and politically, the result being thatif 
they did not come here with the original inten- 
tion of becoming citizens, ati Sangin 2 citizens 
almost unitormly after living here » few years. 

When asked bow he accounted forthe wide 
difference of conditions, obtaining in practically 
the same territory on either side of the border 
line, he said he believed it to be the opinion of 
all who had looked into the subject that these 
differences were explained mainly by the faith 
of allthe worldin the future of this country 
and by the impetus of prosperity which affairs 
American had already received. On the other 
hund, while the assets of the Dominion must 
for a long time be sufficient to more than offset 
the public debt, 1t was already necessary to 
keep the several Provinces in good humor b 
making yearly concessions to them which coul 
not be afforded out of the Treasury, and that, 
therefore, the debt must increase without any 
oorresponding increase of income at present 
conceivabie. 

As Mr. Roberts was about closing his teati- 
mony the Massachusetts delegation arrived, 
headed by ex-Judge Charles Levi Woodbury, 
whom Senator Hoar presented to the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee as “‘ grand- 
father of Democracy in Eastern Massachu-- 
setts.” Judge Woodbury asked the committee 
to give a hearing first to Sylvanus Smith 
of Gloucester, who has been an owner 
and fitter or fishing vessels for twenty-five 
years, and who for nineteen years before that 
was engaged in the fishing business as the mas- 
ter ofa schooner, Mr. Smith declared himself 
opposed to anything like reciprocity with 
Canada. Hesaid that the former reciprocity 
treaty enabled Canada to build upa large and 
prosperous fishing fleet, and that after the 
treaty ceased to be of effect the majorit 
of the Canadian vessels went on the stocks an 
decayed. He reviewed the indignities which 
had been beaped upon American fishermen by 
the Canadian customs officials, and then went on 
to refute the testimony submitted to the com- 
mittee in Boston in which it was claimed that 
the majority of the fishermen were Canadians 
who had no permanent interest in this country, 
and that practically all of the mackerel brought 
in on the fishing trips was taken within the 
three-mile limit on the Canadian shore. Mr. 
Bmitb said he had made a canvass recently of 
seven of his vessels, and had found that eighty- 
one of ninety-three men engagea on them were 
permanent residents of Gloucester. Mackerel 
had been scarce both inshore and in deep water 
for a few years. 

Charles H. Pew was called as the next wit- 
ness. The business house to which he belongs 
in Gloucester has for Many years owned from 
pignteen to twenty vessels and has regularly 
purchased or handled the products of upward of 
pone hundred vessels bringing fish to Gloucester. 
He was well supplied with statistios, whieh he 
submitted to the committee. He was able to 
prove that the resident fishermen constituted 
78.99 percent. of the total number of fishermen 
who went out from Gloucester. He had made 
a record of the nationality of the men engaged 
on the ships ef his firm and found that out of a 
total of 564, 180 were married men, 441 were 
residents of Gleucester, 35 more were residents 
of this country and only 41 claimed homes in 
Nova Scotia or the Canadian Provinces, In 
some cases all of his crews were American. 

Senator Hoar took up the question of the 
rapasity of the men engaged in the fishing busi- 
ness for service in the navy in case of war. Mr. 
Pew said that during the last war Gloucester 
had furnished the army and navy, chiefly to the 
navy, avout fifteen hundred men out of a little 
more than two thousand voters, and that the 
men engaged in the fishing business were 
hardy, brave, and fertile in resourceson the 
sea, He thought that with fair inducements 
perhaps in the shape of bounties, a fine nava 
reserva force coulda be secured from among 
those who followed the business of fishing in 
northern latitudes. 

Mr. Pew said that he regarded the privileges 
of going into Canadian ports for bait and pro- 
visionsin the light of a convenience rather 
than a necessity. If it were distinctly under- 
stood that under no circumstances must fishing 
vessels from this country touch Canadian ports, 
he thougat it would be quite as well as under 
existing arrangements. The fishermen hai 
ce:tainly been subjected to very great ag 
ance by the conduct of customs officials. (;) 
was confident that the course of the officials 
was incited py orders from the Government to 
do everything in their power to drive American 
fishermen away from those waters. As a mat- 
ter of fact, all of the cod caught on fisning trips 
was tak n on the baaks from 200 to 300 miles 
off shore, and he bad never heard of any recent 
catches of mackere! within the three-mile limit. 
He was confident that such catches would not 
amount to one-tenth of 1 per cent. of the 
total catches of mackerel for any given year of 
recent date. 

R. A. Loveland, alumber mill owner at Sagi- 
naw, Mich., was the next witness betore the 
committee. He had been introduced earlier in 
the day by Erastus Wiman, whom the commit- 
tee submitted to a brief examination. Some 
one seems to have tried to impair = Wiman’s 
testimony of the previous day by informing the 
comuittes that he was oaotacitizen of this 
country. Senator Hoar asked him that ques- 
tion when he rose yesterday, and Mr. Wiman 
gaid that he was a subject of the Queen, and 
that he had not availed himeelf of his privileges 
to become an American citizen because in the 
work in which he was engaged in behalf of 
commercial union he could better retain in- 
fluence among the Canadians by remaining a 
fellow-subject with them than by shifting his 
allegiauoe to this country. 

Mr. Loveland said he had been in the lumber 
mi}! bueiness in Michigan for about forty years; 
that the furesta of Michigan were disappearing, 
and that it was now necessary to go to Canada 
lor logs. In view of the high export duty on 
logs his industry was considerably hampered, 
and uniess some relief could be afforded many 
of the mills in the Saginaw region would have 
to quit business. On the other hand, if there 
could be ap abbeys dae by which logs could 
pe admitted free the mills would be able to do 
a larger business than ever before, and the 
prosperity coming to them would be felt 
througnous tho State. 

Mr, Loveland gave way to Sylvester Cunning- 
ham, who is in business as an Owner and fitter 
of fishing vessels at Gloucester. He believed 
in retaliation, and said that if a heavy duty 
would be placed against Canadian imports of 
fish a deorease of at least 50 per cent. in the 
tonnsge of Canadian vessels would be brought 
about within five years. The course of the 
Canadian officialg at present, he said, was not 
Yor protection, but was designed simply to 
harass American fishermen in order to secure 
for Canada the American market. 

Allusion was made to the case of Capt. Solo- 
mon Jacebs of the fishing achooner Mollie 
Adams, Who rescued a Canadian crew off the 
coast of Newfoundland, and in taking them 
to port exhausted his store of provisions. He 
(anded the crew at New-Brunswick, and when 
he tried to replenish his stores the authorities 
refused him permission to take on board or buy 
even a6 little as a half barrel of water. Capt. 
Jacobs lives at Gloucester. Mr. Cunningham 
and Mr. Pew were both well acquainted with 
him, and vouched for his high character. Mr. 
Pew said he was so well thought of that he had 
teen elected a Director of the City National 
Bank. George Steele of Gloucester, an owner 
and fitter of fishing vessels and President of 
the American Fishery Union, also testified to the 
high character of Capt. Jacobs. These questions 
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about Capt. Jacobs were asked by thé. sommit- 
tee, Senator Hoar said; because the Canadian 
authorities had disputed Capt. Jacobs’s versio 
of this affair, and had said that his word cou) 
not be relied upon. 

In regard to the main subject of inquiry by 
the committee Mr. Steele said that the interests 
which he represented would be perfectly satis- 
fied with the treaty of 1818 if means could be 
found to enforce the provisions of the commer- 
olal arrangements of 1830 and 1839, which in- 
su ordinary commercial rights to American 
fishing vessels in the ports of Canada. At pres- 
ent no rights whatever were conceded in those 
ports to American vessels. Mr. Steele was of 
the opinion that the acts of the Canadian offi- 
cials were in violation of treaty stipulations, 
and that the contract arrangement known 
as the modus vivendi, by which American 
vessela were allowed to buy supplies in 
Canadian ports upon payment of a high licens 
fee, was in the nature of blackmail. He sai 
that American fishermen had a right to demand 
of this Government the enforcement of the 
commercial arrangements of 1830 and 1849, 
and thatif Canada refused to live up to those 
arrangements retaliatory legislation should at 
once be enaeted. During the present year, h 
said, fishermen going out from Gloucester ha 
paid between $60,000 and $70,000 at New- 
foundland for bait and supplies. It seemed al- 
most like a waste of money. 

The committee then adjourned.

A PENNSYLVANIA DESPERADO CAPTURED

‘was captured late last evening in the mountains 
north of this oity, near a piace called Mount 
Pleasant. The capture was made by a party 
consisting of Lyman McCarty of Greenfield 
Edwin Coray, Frank Howell of Uniondale, and 
Danber Westgate of Herrick. ‘ 

Shippey was surprised in a clump of hemlock 
trees. He was armed with a gun and revolver, 
and at first showed a disposition to fight his 
pursuers, but after a short parley he sur- 
renderetl and was taken to Uniondale, where 
he was locked up and was placed under a strong 
guard last night. 

arly this morning he was handcuffed and 
taken on the Delaware and Hudson train, 
which passes seionee Scrantun on the way to 
Tunkhannock. While the train was passing 
through Jermyn Shippey went into the closet. 
Being absent for some time, his custodians be- 
camé alarmed, and on fons into the closet 
they found that he had worked his body and 
one of his hogs through the window, and was 
hanging out by one leg when the train was go- 
ing at a high rate of speed. They could not get 
him back into the car while the train bey in 
motion, ao ae had it stopped and lowered the 
fugitive from the window to the ground. Not- 
withstanding his yee experience shippey 
was uninjured, On arriving in this city he was 
transferred to the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western train for Pittston, where another 
change was made for the Lehigh Railroad to 
Tunkhannock. 

Shippey’s crime consisted of the murder of 
Charles Tannery and the serious wounding of 
Mrs. Bush and her daughter ata place calied 
La Grange, in Wyoming County. On the day of 
the tragedy z ippey rode home from town with 
Farmer Bush, and seemed particularly proud 
of a new shotgun he had bought. Just as the 
wagon drew up at Bush’s home, Mrs, Bush and 
her daughter and a hired man named Charles 
Tannery, who had been milking in the parn, 
looked out of the window, and immediately 
Shippey raised his gun and fired point blank at 
the trio. Both of Tannery’s eyes were put ous 
by the shot, and his head was terribly riddled. 
He died a few days later. Mrs. Bush and her 
daughter were also.badly injured and are atill 
guttering. 

Shortly after Shippey’s arrest he developed a 
plovs streak and manifested a deep tondness 
for the Bible. In this way he made such a 
favorable impression on the Sheriff and his as- 
sistants that they gave him some privileges, in- 
cluding an opportunity occasionally to waik 
about the corridors and communicate with 
friends. Some of the pious prisoner’s relatives 
smuggled a file into the prison during one of 
their visits, and with this Shippoy filed nearly 
through the chain whioh held a large iron bail 
to his ankle. His purpose was discovered at a 
critical moment by some of his fellow-pris- 
oners, and they declared that if he did 
not make a eneral jail deliver to 
set them all free they would tell the 

rison authorities and frustrate his scheme. 
This so enraged him that he broke the ball from 
bis ankle, and, swinging it about his head, he 
swore he would kill the first man that attempt- 
ed to prevent his escape. Fearful of his mur- 
derous design, the prisoners did not dare to 
raise an alarm, and before any of the jail keep- 
ers Made their appearance Shippey was gone. 
He baa used the heavy iron ball to break the 
lock of the door leading into the corridor of the 
Sheriff's residence, and, once there, escape was 


easy. 

Shippey was barefooted and bareheaded when 
he left the prison, and he had two hours’ start 
of the Sheritf’s party. It was nearly six hours 
later before a systematio hunt was organized. 
There was great indignation over the murder- 
er’s escape, and the Sheriff was severely cen- 
sured tor his leniency to the pious desperado 
who had 80 cleverly fooled him. Since nis es- 
cape Shippey has led a wild life in the woods, 
About a week ago he appeared at the farmhouse 
of Lyman McCarty, in Greenfield Townsbip. 
The fugitive was armed with a double-barreled 
gun and @ revoiver. He remained two nights 
in MoCarty’s barn, and, although McCarty 
knew there was a reward for his capture, he 
feared to arrest him. McCarty, however, did 
not lose sight of him, and he decided to accom- 
pany tbe fugitive in his wanderings, intending 
to give him up to justice at the first favorable 
opportunity and claim the reward offered by 
the Wyoming County authorities. 

Last Friday they reached a point near Union- 
dale, and while Sbhippey sleptin a barn Me- 
Carty slipped away and told the authorities 
where he was. A party set out to arrest him, 
and actually met him on the road, but he pre- 
sented suck a formidable, determined appear- 
ance that they feared to attempt his arrest. 
They kept watch of bis movements, however, 
until the favorable opportunity presented itself 
for his capture. 

Shippey admitted to a reporter on the train 
to-day that after escaping from the Tunkhan- 
nock Jail he went straight to Lagrange and 
actually remained two nights in Bush’s barn, 
where he bad committed the murder. The 
prisoner sprained his ankle in leaping from the 
prison wall, and looks asif he had had a hard 
time of it during his wanderings. 





A SHIP ABANDONED AT SEA. 


AND NO TRACE OF THE SHAKSPERE’S 
CREW CAN BE FOUND. 


HALIFAX, N. 8, Dec. 31.—The Allan Line 
steamer Nestorian, Capt. France, after a stormy 
passage of twenty days from Glasgow, arrived 
in port last evening. Her Captain reports the 
weather experienced as something fearful, gale 
upon gale of hurricane force being encount- 
ered up to longitude 40° west. The seas were 


very heavy and washed over the deck from 
time to time in a very dangerous manner. 

On Wednesday, the 18th inst., at 9:30 A. M., 
in latitude 54° 15’ north, longitude 23° 44’ 
west, ® large vessel was sighted several miles 
to windward in a disabled condition. She was 
showing the code signal “N. C.,” which means 
“in distress; want assistance.” The Nestorian 
ran down to her, and, getting as close as was 
sate, signalled back that she would stand by 
her until the weather moderated. 

It was then blowing a terrific hurricane, with 
the seas running very high. The disabied craft, 
whic roved to be the German sbip Shak- 
spere of Bremen, Capt. Muller, trom Hambur, 
Oct. 26, bound to New-York, had her main an 
m1zzen masts gone. Her foremast and toretop- 
Mast were standing, with the fore and topsail 
yards across. Her sails wereinribbons. The 
crew were all huddled together aft with life 
jackets on. 

In answer to a second signal from the steamer 
asking if they wanted to leave their ship, they 
answered “Yes.” All Thursday night the 
steamer lay near the ship, the latter burning 
flare-up lights atintervals, The last light seen 
by the lookout on the Nestorian was at 4 o’clock 
the next morning. As soon as 1t was daylight 
on ti 19th the steawer proceeded in the 
direction in which the signal lights of the 
Shukspere had been seen during the night, but 
not a trace of her could be found. She steamed 
about in the vicinity for some time in the hope 
of picking up the crew, thinking the ship might 
have gone down during the night and the men 
have taken to the boats. Not a vestige of her 
was to be seen, however, so the Nestorian pro- 
ceeded on her voyage. 

What became of the crew of the ship itis 
hard to say at present, but the weekly mail 
steamer Sardinian, which arrived yesterday 
afternoon, passed close to the Shakspere on 
Deo. 22 in latitude 54° 21’ north. Jonxzitude 20° 
7’ west. Some of her spars were then standing 





and she had apparently been recently aban- . 


doned, 

Capt. France states that the ship’s hull ap- 
pearéd to be sound, the loss of sails and spars 
being the only thing, apparently, the matter 
witb her. 

A vessel that could weather the storm which 

revailed the night the Nestorian stood by the 

hakspere, he says, was worth sticking to 
and getting into port. He thinks she would be 
a valuable prize and well worth picking up. 





MONEY FOR CHARITIES. 

The Brooklyn Board of Estimate finished its 
labors for 1889 yesterday by apportioning 
among the various local charitable organiza- 
tions the sum of $100,000, set apart for them 
from the money collected for excise fees. Sixty- 
five societies benefited by the fund, but as 
usual the Catholic organizations took more 
than haif the entire sum distributed. Ten of 
them received $55,614 47. The fortunate ones 
were St. Catharine’s, St. Mary’s, St. Peter’s, and 
St. Mary’s Female Hospitals, the Holy Inno- 
cents’ Union, the Home for the Aged in Eighth- 
avenue and the Home for the Aged in Bush- 
wick-avenue, St. Paul’s Industrial Svhoo), the 
Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum, and the Con- 
vent of the Sisters of Mercy. 

St. Catharine’s Hospital received the largest 
amount given to any individual society, 
$2,467 97, and the Brooklyn Eclectio Dispen- 
sary the smallest, 18 cents.

THE DEATH CURRENT TEST 


WORK OF THE DYNAMO AT 
AUBURN PRISON. 

A HORSE AND A CALF SUBJEOTED TO 

EXPERIMENTS WHICH PROVE THAT 

ELECTRICITY WILL KILL INSTANTLY. 


AUBURN, N. Y., Deo. 31.—The special com- 
mission appointed to test the efficacy of the 
electrical machines which Harold P, Brown 
has sold to the State, to be used in putting mur- 
derers to death arrived in this city at 7 o’clock 
this morning. The commission is composed of 
Dr. Carlos MacDonald of the State Lunatic 
Commission, formerly Superintendent of the 
State Insane Asylum for Insane Criminals; Dr. 
A. B. Rookwell of New-York, a great authority 
upon electricity as applied in the scienee of 
medicine, and Prof. Laudy of the School of 
Mines of Columbia College, an expert upon 
electrical measurements. These gentlemen 
were accompanied by Harold P. Brown, the 
contractor; Gen. Austin Lathrop, Superintena- 
ent of State Prisons, and two other prosperous- 
looking gentlemen who were too modest or too 
timid to give their names. 

The party breakfasted at the Osborn House 
and then went to the prison and exchanged 
salutations with Agent and Warden Charles F, 
Durston, After the arrival of the 10:40 train 
there were three additions to the party, two 
Auburn reporters and Dr. Fell of Buffalo. 
Dr. Fell was a member of. the original 
commission that recommended the substi- 
tution of electricity for he rope. When 
the committees was asked if reporters 
would be allowed to witness the tests of the 
electrical machinery, the members smiled and 


said: “‘ Yes, if they would allow themselves to 
be placed in the chair.” When making tests of 
the machine in Sing Sing Prison last week, re- 
porters from the New-York papers were ad- 
Initted, but they wrote such sensational ac- 
counts of the tests that the commissiou was 
sbucked. The commission thereupon decided 
that no reporters should be allowed to witness 
apy more of these tests. This information was 
pleasantly communicated py Dr. MacDonald 
this morning. Dr. MacDonald said that the com- 
mission simply desired to ascertain whether 
tiie machine possessed the voltage called: for 
by the State’s contract with Mr. Brown. 

Mr. Brown had nothing whatever todo with 
the tests. The commission will make an ollti- 
cial report of the tests to Gen. Lathrop. 

The work of testing the machinery was begun 
early, but the dynamo had been in motion but 
a few moments when one of the pulleys, a steel 
one, broke, and the test had to be‘ postponed 
until this afternoon. While waitimg for the 
broken pulley to be replaced fhe entire party 
Was taken through the prison by Warden 
Durston. They visited all the shops, the mess 
room, and the prison kitchen. They reached 
the mess room during the dinuer hour, and saw 
the 1,200 “stripeds’” at their midday meal. 
They were then taken into the chapel, where a 
young colored convict entertained them with 
s0me wonderful vocal imitations of a cornet 
aud bugle. The visitors were sv highly pleased 
with the entertainment that they took up a col- 
lection for their entertainer, which Warden 
Durston deposited for him in the clerk's office. 

This afternoon the commission purchased an 
ola horse and a four-weeks-old valf and tovuk 
them into the prison. ‘he animals Were elec- 
trifled, and this evening Dr. MacDonald de- 
scribed the result of the testa to the reporters, 
He said that they were very successiul, aud 
had demonstrated that the alternating current 
possesses the power to cause death inetanta- 
neously. The old horse was killed tirst. A quan- 
tity of cotton waste was fastened tv his nead 
and around his right hind leg just below the 
gambol joint Then tae wires were attached 
and the current turned on. Tne contact of the 
current with the horse’s body was less than 
half a minute; he was Killed instantly. The 
current registered about one thousand volts. 

Dr. MacDonald said that this contirmed an ex- 
periment which he ana Dr. Rockwell had had 
with a horse at Edison’s laboratory last Sum- 
mer. The horse killed then did not struggie, 
The horse killed to-day was just a3 conaiderate 
of the feelings of the experimenters; he made 
no vulgar demonstration. 

In the case of the calf, Dr. MacDonald said 
that the current Was of the same voltage as the 
one used on the borse. The contact with the 
calf was for less than ten seconds. As soon as 
the calf fell over Dr. Fell went to work on its 
body to see if animation had simply been sus- 
pended. He periormed the operation of 
tracheotomy, opening the windpipe, and ap- 
plied a resuscitator apparatus. An artificial 
respiration was kept up for haif an hour, 
but there was no sign of returning life. 
The heart of the calf could not be made to beat 
again, aud the members of the commission 
were in high glee, because Dr. Fell’s apparatus 
has been used with success in Mauy cases upon 
human patients. These cases were where at- 
tempts to take life had been made with poison 
and by outting the throat. Artificial respi- 
ration had been kept up for several hours and 
the patient restored to life. 

Dr. Fell was brought bere by the commission 
for the spevsial purpose of making this test. 
The apparatus which be used is his own inven- 
tion, and consists of a bellows and tube and a 
delicate mechanical contrivance to govern its 
working. Dr. MacDonald said that Dr. Fell’s 
failure to restore the cali’s life demonstrated 
the power of electricity to cause death instant- 
ly, and that the theory of temporary suspension 
of animation was all nonsense. The machine 
in Auburn Prison can generate a current of 
2,000 volts.

TRICKY SENATVUR ALLISON. 








HOW HE DUPED HIS CONSTITUENTS AND 
SERVED HIS EASTERN FRIENDS. 


Des MOINES, Iowa, Dec. 31.—Judge Brewer 
anuounced in a recent interview that he owed 
his appointment to the Supreme bench largely 
tothe efiorts of Senator Allison in his behalf. 
He no doubt told the truth. When, therefore, 
the news dispatches announced Mr. Allison as 
one of those voting against Judge Brewer's 
confirmation there was very general surprise, 
All who knew Mr. Allison knew very well that 
he did not object to Judge Brewer because of 
his decisions in either the brewery or the rail- 
road cases. They had been informed, too, that 
he had actually recommended the appointment, 
and they easily aisverned obvious reasons for 
his doing so. Judge Brewer was in Allison’s 
circuit, and his elevation to the Supreme bench 
left a vacancy in the office of Circuit Judge 
which the Senator might well hope would be 
filled by the promotion of his friend Judge 
Sheras, and this would create another vacancy 
to be filled by some other friend. 

And very helptul these several appointments 
would be to Mr. Allison at this time when he 
stands 80 much in need of friends, both old and 
new. The vote against the confirmation of 
Judge Brewer would, however, almost certainly 
disappoint these anticipations. Respecting 
no appointments is a President so likely to be 
solicitous as those to the Supreme bench. The 
character of that tribunal has always and de- 
serveuly ranked very high, and the President 
would hate to inour the reproach of having done 
anything to lower 1t. 6 would naturaily be 
sensitive, too, and inclined to resent criticisms 
upon a selectiun made by him under such cir- 
cumstances and after so much deliberation as 
marked the present case. The perplexity 
created by Allison’s conduct was solved by the 
suggestion that the favor of the President was 
not so essential as the favor of the Iowa Prohi- 
bitionists and Iowa Grangers. To many of these 
the appointment of Juage Brewer was distaste- 
ful, and Mr. Allison’s standing with them was 
not of the best. The opportunity to curry favor 
with those powerful factors in lowa politics 
was not to be lost, and although it involved the 
basest truckling, Mr. Allison did not hesitate. 
He stooped to conquer. 

This solution, plausible enough and involv- 
ing nothing inconsistént with his known char- 
acter, is not, however, as now appears, the true 
one. Mr. Allison’s ambition is not limited to 
the Senatorship. He aspites to the Presidency. 
His planus are all laid accordingly. He must 
ofcourse hoid his position in the Senate, and 
to do this must keep in favor with the people 
of Iowa, but he must do more. He must con- 
solidate and win those forces in the Eastern 
and Middle States, which are all powerful in 
National Conventions. His hope for success 
is bottumed upon his ability to maintain him- 
self as an Eastern man with Eastern sympa- 
thies, as a candidate from a Granger State 
whois not a Granger. Allison’s conduct was 
shaped to meet this complex condition, to at- 
tract support in Iowa, aud not repelitin the 
Eas He, in fact, voted for Judge Brewer’s 
contirmation, and is so reported in the Eastern 
papers, and thus maintains his relations of 
good will with that section. To placate the 
Grangers and Prohibitionists of Iowa, he re- 
sorted to a step which would do oredit to Ori- 
ental diplomacy. He caused himself to be 
reported in the Western papers as Voling against 
the confirmation.

But Mr. Allison isa supe- 
rior man and did not despair of reconciling sr 
parently irreconcilable interests, ana after all, 
how simple it was, as indeed all great things 
are! The one interest was satisfied with a real 
service, the other with a false seeming. This 
conduct does not indicate a very profound 
esteem by Mr. Allison for his Granger and Pro- 
hibition constituents. Ho 18 evidently per- 
suaded that he can delude them whenever he 
needs to concerning himself, but not so his East- 
ero friends. They must have a substaniial 
consideration for their support. Politics witn 
them weans business, not sentiment. The 
praises of his name with which the East- 
ern papers daily resound are not inspired 
by solicitude for lowa interests. They are car- 
rying out the programme on a part of which 

an Wyck was defeated 1n Nebraska. Van Wyck 
wus denounced as profusely as Allison ia 
praised by the same papers, and just so long as 
the East can make ormar the fortunes of men 
in the West the representatives of the West 
willserve the East rather than their ownsection. 

The people of this State believe that matters 
have proceeded very far in that direction when 
a Senator from Iowa does one thing and bas 
himself reported to his constituents as doing 
the very opposite. There is no better time than 
now to call a halt.

THE REV. DR. WILLIAM W. PATTON. 

The Rev. Dr. William Weston Patton, a 
prominent clergyman of the Congregational 
Church, died yesterday morning at the home of 
his son, the Rev. Cornelius H. Patton, in West- 
field, N. J. His last illness was very short and 
resulted from an acute congestion of the lungs. 
The funeral services will be held in the Con- 
gregational Church in Westfield at 3:45 o’clook 
to-morrow afternoon, the services to be con- 
ducted by his son. The burial will be Friday in 
Spring Grove Cemetery, Hartford, Conn. 

Dr. Patton was the son of the Rev. Dr. Will- 
iam Pattop, who was for so many years pastor 


of the ola Broome-Street Church of this city. 
He was born in this city in 1821, and was 
graduated from the University of the City of 
New-York in the Class of ’39. He entered the 
Union Theological Seminary and was gradu- 
ated in 1842, promptly taking charge of a 
large congregation in South Boston. There he 
remained three years. He then went to Hart- 
ford, Conh., to become pastor of the Fourth 
Congregationa® Church, where he remained 
until Jan. 1, 1857. 

Upon leaving Hartford Dr. Patton became 
pastor of the First Congregational Chureh in 
Chicago, and remained as such until 1866, when 
he accepted the editorship of the Advance. He 
remained in that capacity until 1874, when b 
went to Washington and took the Presidency 0 
Howard University. He remained there until 
the end of the term, just before Christmas, and 
then sent his resignation to the Board of 
Trustees because of his advanced age. His res- 
ignation was to have taken effect to-day. He 
Was a corporate member of the American Board 
of Foreign Missions and a member of the Amer- 
ican Tract Society. He was one of the commit- 
tee appointed by the Congregational Church to 
revise its creed. He was married in 1843 to 
Miss Sarah Jane Mott, daughter of Horatio 
Mott of this city, who died leaving him one son. 
In 1852 he married Miss Mary B. Smith, 
daughter of Norman Smith of Hartford, Conn. 
His second wife died several years ago. Dr. 
Patton leaves five sons and two daughters. 

{n 1862 he was Chairman of the committee 
which presented to President Lincoln the me- 
morial from Chicago asking him to issue a proc- 
lamation of emancipation, and he was Vice 
President of the Northwestern Sanitary Com- 
mission during the civil war. He was the 
author of “The Young Man,” (Hartford, 1847, 
republished as “The Young Man’s Friend,” Au- 
burn, N. Y., 1850;) “Conscience and Law,” 
(New-York, 1855;) ‘Slavery and Infidelity,” 
(Cincinnati, 1856;) “Spiritual Victory,” (Bos- 
ton, 1874,) and “ Prayer and Its Remarkable 
Answers,” (Chicago, 1875.) Dr. Patton was 
grandson of Robert Patton, the patriotic Post- 
master of Philadelphia during the Revolution- 
ary war.

McClees has been engaged 
in this work for three years, and hopes in the 
end to odtain a Congressional investigatior 
into the charges which tbe union makes. 





MISLEADING SIGNS MUST BE REMOVED, 

Judge Van Hoesen has decided, in the suit of 
Lichtenstein against Rosendorff, whose stores 
adjoin on Grand-street, that Rosendorff violated 
the law by so arranging his signs as to mislead 


passers-by into the belief that his stores are a 
art of Lichtenstein’s. He directs that Kosen-

FIRE IN A TENEMENT. 





A BAKER’S CARELESSNESS JEOPARDIZES 
THE LIVES OF MANY TENANTS. 


Burning apartment houses in Upper Madi- 
sop-avenue and the frartic struggles of ten- 
ants to escape and save their effects gave the 
Harlem tireme. and police a lively job yester- 
day morning. The fire was a furious one, but 
those who fought it prevented any fatalities 
or serious accidents and confined the flames to 
a comparatively small tield of property. 

A careless baker named Adam Groh, em- 
ployed by Thomas Williams in the basement of 
1,663 Madison-avenue, one of a row of five- 
story double apartment houses, was responsible 
for the tire. He was preparing to fry some 
crullers and upset a pan of lard at6 A. M. The 
stuff blazed up, set fire to the building and 
Groh’s clothing. He hud all he coula do to get 


out of the basement aiive ana tear off his burn- 
ing garments. Then he cried fire at the top of 
his Voice, touched ail the electric bells in the 
vestibule, and ran into tue street. The smoke 
and flames went up the elevator and air shafts 
with a roar and alarmed the thirty or more 
persons in the tlata. here was so much ex- 
citement and confusion that a quarter of an 
hour elapsed before the tiremen got the call. 
Meanwhile every one in the apartment houses 
and all, the neighbors were astir, and the 
tlames were mesacing thousands of dollars 
worth of property and a score or more of 
shrieking women dnd children. 

Miss Annie Dodge got out of the secund flat in 
her night dress and fied baretooted to a safe 
piace of sheiter. From a top flat a child almost 
overcome by fright and smoke was rescued by 
a@ young man named Story of One Hundred anu 
Tenth-street. Baker Williams in his efforts to 
save his wife and child forgot a rollof bank 
notes. A tenant named Newberg met with a 
siwilar loss. The families on the third floor, in- 
ciuding Mrs. Armatrone, &® sick woman, Made 
use of the fire escape. Police Sergeant Sullivan 
carried Sarah Solomon, aa old woman, from the 
second floor, and Mrs. Olark, an infirm blind 
woman, was gotten out with difficulty by her 
brave daughter, 

The building in which the fire started was 
about gutted, and practically all the household 
effects contained in it were destroyed. The 
flames worked over the tops of both walls and 
into the upper appartments of the adjoining 
dwellings. The firemen used so much water 
that extensive damage was caused all through 
1,661 und 1,665 Madison-avenue. There was a 
general exodus of tenants all through the block 
during the hour and a half the fireraged. The 
whole loss by the fire is estimated at between 
$35,000 and $40,000, of which about $7,000 
talls on the poor tenants. 





PREPARED FOR A FIGHT. 





AN AMERICAN SCHOONER READY TO 
MEET THE COLOMBIAN GUNBOAT. 


Foster & Co. of Front-street, the merchants 
whose schooners, the Julian and the Willie, were 
seized some weeks ago by the Colombian gun- 
boat La Popa, have heard nothing recently 
from these vessels. They entertain hopes that 
the United States Government will take some 


action in the matter before long. In the mean- 
time the perishable freight at San Blas is de- 
caying. 

A representative of L. Schepp & Co., of 
Duane-street, who are largely engaged in the 
San Blas trade, said yesterday that the Govern- 
ment certainly ought to take some action in the 
San Blas matter. ‘ Our boats,” he said, ‘‘ bring 
trom 400,000 to 500,000 cocoanuts at each trip. 
The Colombians have seized no vessels of ours 
as yet. Our scuooner, the George W. Whitford, 
which left for San Blas one day last week 
carried a small cannon and several muskets. 
Her Captain was instructed to comply with the 
law in every particular, Then, if the gunboat 
La Popa attempts to seize the schooner on some 
slight pretext, as she did in the cases of Foster 
& Co’s. vessels, the Captain will stand upon his 
rights and wili defend his vessel.”

He was Deputy Commissioner of Street Clean- 
ing at one time. 

Ex-Judge Joon McQuade is also mentioned as 
one, also ex-Register John Reilly, ex-Senator 
George W. Plunkitt, Alderman Patrick Divver, 
and others. The Mayor will probably fill the 
vacancy this week or early next week. 








POST OFFICE CHANGES. 


NEW ARRANGEMENTS IN THE DEPART- 
MENTS TAKING EFFECT TO-DAY. 


Some notable changes will be made in the 
Management of the New-York Post Office to- 
day. The Assistant Postmaster will hereafter 
have the general supervision and direction of 
the executive division, comprising the depart- 
ment of records and correspondence, under 
Superintendent E. 8 Post: the inquiry and 
dead letter department, under E. P. Jones; 
the order department of instruction and in- 
formation, under F, R. Roome, and the depart- 
ment of purchases and supplies, under Thomas 
Coakley. 

The Second Assistant Postmaster will have 
general supervision of the First Division, which 
embraces the accounting office, coashier’s offices, 
newspaper and periodical postage departments, 
and, the mail inspection and rating depart- 
ments. 

Mail Superintendent Maze will have command 
of the Second Division, comprising both the 
foreizn and domesiio letter and newspaper dis- 
tribution, besides the transportation of the 
mails. 

The Third Division, comprising the whole olty 
delivery at the main office, branch stations, and 
new sub-station business, falls to Edward M. 
Morgan. J. M. Wood is to have charge of the 
registered letter department, which will be 
known asthe Fourth Division. This, like the 
Fitth Division, is one of very great responsibili- 
ty, owing to the large sums of money handled. 
The Fifth takes in the money order department, 
and will be presided over by William Plimley.
